He was choſen one of the Knights of 


the Shire for the county &f Norfolk, in thę Parliament which 


met on Auguſt 3, 1747; being then Colonel of a Company 


in the Foot Guards, and Aid de Camp to his Royal High- 


neſs William, Duke of Cumberland, both which he reſigned 


in 1750. He continued to repreſent the ſaid county, till his 
acceſſion to the Peerage, on the death of his noble father, 
om March 12, 1764; two years before which he was ap- 


inted Lieutenant-General of the Ordnance, and on Octo- 
er 17, 1772, bis Lordſhip was appointed Maſter-General of 


the Ordnance. On Auguſt 12, 1767, his Lordfhip kifled his 
Majeſty's hand at St. Nase on his being appointed Lord 


Lieutenant and General Governor of the kingdom of Ire- 


land, and embarking at Holyhead, on October 13, arrived at 
Dublin the next day, and was immediately ſworn into that 
high and important truſt. The firſt year of his prefiding in

The ſaid Thomas Thynne, of Stretton, by Margaret his 
wife, aforeſaid, had iſſue; 1.

The books of the building of Longleate are at this time re- 
maining there, which ſhew that the foundation began to be 
laid in Nane 1567, from which time the building was car- 
ried on to 1579, fo that twelve whole years were fpent before it 
was finiſhed,” This is ſaid to be the firſt well-built houſe in 
the kingdom. The front is 220 feet, and the fides upwards of 
180, and very noble cellars the length of the front of the 
houſe. The ſtone and timber were all his own; and beſides 
carriage, and days of gift, it coſt 80161. 138. 8d. as it appears 
from three old folio books of: the building of Longleate. 
Sir Joun Thynne, the founder of that edifice, was knighted

| Longleate, on May 6, 1580, (the probate whereof is on No- 
vember 12 following) he orders his body to be buried in the 
church of Bereell-Langbiage, in the county of Wilts, and 
that a convenient tomb be made for him and his late wife in the 
ſaid church, according to a plot thereof, made and ſigned 
with his own hand, and to the value of 1001; He bequeaths 
to John Thynne, his eldeſt ſon, the preſent poſſeſſion of his 
houſe at Longleate, with the inheritance thereof; as alfo'of all: 
Sther manors, according to a eonveyance made by him in his 
life time, and conſtitutes him ſole executor, provided he gives 
ſecurity for the performance of his will, in the ſum of 10,000].

ſeſſion of his freehold, at Longleate ; and that all his ſaid 
plate, hangings, bedding, &c. remain and be heir-looms to 
ſuch perſons, as fhall or ought to have the freehold of his 


| houſe at Longleate; and that an inventory be made thereof, 
within one month after his deceaſe, to be filed to his will, 


and to remain on recerd with the probate of his will. He 
died on May 21, 1580. At his funeral fixty gowns were 
given to ſo many poor men, which coſt 72 l. 128.  Sixty-one 
mourning ſuits were given to ſo many ſervants ; alſo cloaks 
were given to a great number of Gentlemen for mourning 
gowns, which came to a great ſum of money.

es. On November 4, 1747, he ſailed from St. Helen's, 


with a fair wind, which only ſerved for that day * ; but Ad- 
miral Boſcawen, anxious to get out of the Channel, choſe 


rather to turn to the windward with the fleet, than to put 
back. Meeting with hard gales of wind they, were obliged to 
anchor in Torbay, where the fleet arrived about 11 ofclack, 
on November 10; but at four in the evening, the wind ſerv- 
ing, ſailed again, and proceeded to the Land's End, when it 


turned again; but, ſtruggling with the winds, came to anchor 
in the road of Madeira, on December 13. Hard gales of 
wind had ſeparated ſeveral ſhips, which, however, on the 


17th, joined the Admiral, who uſed all poſſible means to get 


the fleet in a condition to ſail, which being compleated on 
the 22d, they ſailed on the 23d. On March 29, 1748, the 


fleet came to an anchor in Table-bay, at the Cape of Good 
Hope. On the goth, the ground was pitched on to encamp, 


and men ordered on ſhore to clear it; but the wind blowed to

dia-ſhips, with forces on board, parting from the fleet, pur- 
poſely to get firſt to the Cape, in order to ſell their private 
trade to better advantage; but were miſtaken, as they did 
not arrive till April 14; and thoſe India-ſhips, that were with 

. he Admiral, had ſupplied the Cape with all that was wanting. 
On ax; 8, the fleet ſailed from the Cape in good health, but 
met with contrary winds and hard gales before it weathered 
that promontory, and, after much bad weather, made the iſland 
Mauritius, in latitude 20 ſouth, belonging to the French, on 

June 23. At 9 o'clock the ſame day, the Admiral (having be- 

fore given orders to all the Captains of men of war to be ready) 
failed along the ſhore in line of battle, the Pembroke man of 

war, of 60 guns, leading the van; and about three o'clock 
came oppoſite to a battery that fired on them, The compli- 
ment was returned by the Pembroke; and moſt of the ſhips 
fired thereon as they paſſed ; but being out of point-blank 
Thot, no damage was done on either fie. About ſeven at 
night, the fleet came to anchor in Turtle-bay, near the mouth 
of the harbour, but no ſhip could fail into it, the wind con- 
ſtantly blowing out of the harbour's mouth; and the channel 
ſo narrow, that but one ſhip could go in at a time. The French 
had two batteries at Turtle- bay, one of ten guns, the other 
of eight, which fired at the Pembroke, but moſt of their ſhot 
fell ſhort. On the 24th in the morning, the Admiral order- 
ed Mr. Bickerſtaff, chief, and Mr. Fenner, ſecond Engineer, 
Capt. Lloyd, of the Deal-Caſtle, and Lieut. flip, of the train, 

in the Swallow ſloop, to reconnoitre the harbour and coaſt, 
in order to fix on a place to land the forces. A council of 
war was held at their return, by land and ſea officers ; and, 
from the report made by thoſe Gentlemen, it appeared to the 
council of war, that the forces could land at no place but 
Turtle-bay, four miles from the town, and that the whole 
way was through a thick wood, where the enemy had ſeveral 
batteries. In the night the Pembroke was ordered to warp in, 
to ſilence the batteries at Turtle-bay; and the Maſters of 
men of war wyere ordered to go in boats, and ſound the har- 
bour and coaſt, for a place to land at. The Pembroke warped 

in as near to the ſhore as the ſoundings would permit, and 
drove the enemy from their batteries, but could not get near 
enough to diſmount the guns. The Maſters reported, .. 
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 Boſcawen, Viſcount Falmouth, 89 : 
had been in the harbour, and on the coaſt, which they found 
ſo defended by rocks, that it was impoſſible for a ſhip to warp 
into the harbour; and the enemy had moored a ſhip. of 60 
guns croſs the channel; and two forts were on each ſide the 
| harbour, which would fink any ſhip before they could warp 
in. On the 25th, a council of war was called, conſiſting of 
land and ſea officers, the reſult whereof was, that, there be- 
ing no place but Turtle-bay to land at, it was adjudged we 
| ſhould loſe 500 men in attempting it; and as the Admiral's 
orders were not to hazard the forces there, but to look in, 
and take it, if practicable, without loſs of, men; likewiſe 
affairs of greater conſequence being to be executed, the council 
of war unanimouſly agreed to proceed on their voyage ; and 
accordingly the fleet left the iſland on June 27. Mauritius is

155 forces were in good health and ſpirits, and all to a man wiſhing

On July 28, the fleet arrived at Fort St. David's, having 
met with a fine paſſage from the iſland of Mauritius, and our 
men were all in good health, except ſome who were ill of the 
ſcurvy, The next day the forces landed, and were incamped 
till all things were ready for our march to Pondecherrie, 
which was about ſixteen miles diſtant, The India Company's 
forces joined thoſe under the Admiral; and, every thing ne- | 
ceſſary for the ſiege being compleated on Auguſt 7, they de» 
camped the next day, and marched towards Pondecherrie, but 
were obliged to make ſhort marches, the weather being ex- 
tremely hot. On Auguſt 13, they attacked Arrecopong Fort, 
within three miles of Pondecherrie, which commanded the paſs 
of a river, and the troops were obliged to take it, to keep a com- 
munication with Fort St. David's. information was brought, 
that the French were intrenched before the fort; on which all 
the grenadiers and pickets were ordered to attack them. The 
Britiſh forces marched up a plain for near a mile in front of 
the fort, from which ten guns played on them; but the troops 
marched up to the walls, without taking their firelocks from 
. their ſhoulders, the enemy playing great guns and ſmall arms 
the whole time. Finding no intrenchment, and not being 
Peony to take the fort, they retired in good order. The 
oſs, killed and wounded, was about fifty ſoldiers, one Cap- 
tain and a Lieutenant killed, and two Lieutenants wounded, | 
with Major Goodier of the train, who afterwards died.

and decamped on October 6, marching for fort St. David's, 
with drums beating, and colours flying. The French appear- 
ed, but the Admirals retreat was fo regular, that they did 


not offer to attack him. In two days the army reached fort 


St. David's; and their retreat was ſo well ordered, that Mr. 
Boſcawen ſhewed himſelf the General as well as the Admiral. 
No Commander coutd do more than he did with fo few forces. 
Pondecherrie is a regular fortification, has a ditch, a covered 
way, glacis, and citadel. The ground is a light ſand, 


. whereby none of the bombs did much execution; and the 


garriſon conſiſted of near 2000 Europeans, beſides Blacks, 
within the walls. The Admiral's ſtrongeſt force was but 
3200 men, who did all that could be expected from them. 
Soon afterwards news arrived of the peace; but unfortu- 


nately two of our men of war were loſt in a ſtorm. The Ad- 


miral, having ſent forces, and taken poſſeſſion of fort St. 
George, which was delivered up by the French, prepared for 
His voyage home. On October 19, 1749, he failed from fort 
St. David's, on his return to Europe, and arrived at Spithead 
in April 1750. | VV

_ Nevertheleſs, when the Admiral lay with the fleet off Cape 


Race, the moſt ſouthern point of Newfoundland, and deemed 


the moſt proper ſtation for intercepting the enemy; two 


French ſhips, the Alcide, of 64 guns, with-480 men, and the 
Lys, pierced for 64 guns, but mounting only 22, with eight 


companies of land forces on board, having been ſeparated 


from the reſt in the fog on June q, fell in, the next day, with 


the Dunkirk and Defiance, two 60 gun ſhips, commanded by 


Captain Howe (now Viſcount Howe) and Captain Andrews, 
and were both taken, after an engagement of near five hours. 

Mr. Boſcawen was, on February 8, 1758, declared Ad- 
miral of the Blue, having regularly gone through the two in- 


termediate ftations, of Vice-Admiral of the White and Red, 
between that and the rank of Vice-Admiral of the Blue, to 


which he had been promoted before his laſt expedition to Ame- 
rica, as before related: and, the reduction of Louifhourg, in 
the ifland of Cape-Breton, being about that time concerted, he 
was pitched upon as the beſt qualified officer to command the 
armament deſtined for that ſervice, being equally capable of 
conducting the operations by land as well as ſea. He ſailed 


from St. Helen's on the 19th of that month, when the Invin- 


cible, a 74 gun fhip, and one of the beſt of his ſquadron, 


miſſing her ſtays, ran upon a flat, and was loſt, but the men, 


artillery, ftores, &c. were ſaved.

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board. On June 2, the fleet anchored in the bay of Gabarus, 
about ſeven miles to the Weſtward of Louiſbourg ; and on the 
8th diſembarked the troops: after which he and the general 
co-operated with ſuch harmony and firmneſs, that Chevalier 
Drucour, governor of the fortreſs, after a vigorous defence, 
was, on July 26, obliged to agree to terms of capitulation, 
by which the garriſon. of Louiſbourg, conſiſting of 5637 men, 
(whereof 1347 were ſick and wounded,) as well as the forces 
in the iſland of St. John, became priſoners of war, and ſub- 
mitted to be tranſported to England; and the merchants and 


their clerks, who had not acted in a military capacity, were to 


be ſent to France, in ſuch manner as the Admiral ſhould think 
proper. In this place there were found 221 pieces of cannon; 


and 18 mortars, with a conſiderable quantity of ammunition 


and ſtores. Eleven French colours, delivered up at diſarming 
the garriſon, were ſent over to England; and, after being pre- 
ſented to his Majeſty at Kenſington, were carried thence by 


as many ſerjeants of the foot-guards, on Sept. 6, in triumphal

| war ag with kettle-drums and trumpets, to St. Paul's cathe- 
ral, where they were hung up as trophies, under a diſcharge 

of the cannon at the Tower and in St James's-park.

| thips of war in the harbour, the Apollo, of fifty guns, with 
the Chevre, Biche, and Fidelle, frigates, were ſunk acroſs

the town; the Prudent, of 74 guns, was, in the midſt of a 


moſt furious diſcharge of cannon, mortars, and ſmall arms, 
boarded, ſword in hand, by a party of ſeamen under Capt. 
John Laforey, and being aground, with ſeveral feet of water 


in her hold, was ſet on fire, a large ſchooner, and her own 


boats, being left along- ſide of her for her people to eſcape in

Admiral Boſcawen, having detached ſome ſhips, with a body 
of troops under Andrew, Lord Rollo, to take poſſeſſion of the 


ifland of St. John, and having left a ſufficient ſquadron at 
' Halifax, in Nova-Scotia, returned with Sir Charles Hardy, 


and four ſhips of the line, to England, where they arrived 


on Nov. 1, 1759, after giving chace to ſix large French ſhips, 


which they deſcried to the weſtward of Scilly, but could not 
overtake or bring to an engagement. The Houſe of Com-

1 able to enumerate and ſet forth, in the beſt manner, the 


great and extenſive advantages accruing to this nation from- 


the conqueſt of Louiſbourg, with the iſlands of Cape Breton 
and St. John, I could only exhibit a repetition of what has 


already been, and is, the genuine and uniform ſenſe and 


language of every part of the kingdom. —— Their joy too 
has been equal to their ſentiments upon this intereſting event; 
and in their ſentiments and joy they have carried their gra- 
titude alſo to you, Sir, as a principal inftrument in theſe 


moſt important acquiſfitions.—— You are now therefore re- 


ceiving the acknowledgments' of the people, only in a more 
ſolemn way—by the voice, the general voice, of their repre- 


ſentatives in parliament—the moſt honourable fame that any 


man can arrive at in this or any other country. It is on 
theſe occaſions a national honour from a free people; ever 
cautiouſly to be conferred, in order to be the more eſteemed— 
to be the greater reward; and which ought to be reſerved for 
the moſt ſignal ſervices to the ſtate, and for the moſt approved 
merit in them: Such as this Houſe has uſually, and very 
lately, made their objects of public thanks.

Mr. Boſcawen having given fuch eminent proofs of his abi- 
lities, he was by his Majeſty's command, on February 2, 1759, 
Tworn of the Privy-Council, and took his ſeat at the board ac- 
cordingly. This gallant Admiral, being veſted with the com- 
mand of a ſquadron, of 14 thips of the line and two frigates, 
for the Mediterranean ſervice, ſet ſail from St. Helen's on April 
T4, 1759; and after his arrival in that ſea, he diſplayed the 
Britiſh ag before Toulon, by way of defiance to the French 
Meet that lay at anchor there under M. de la Clue, conſiſting | 
of twelve large 1 »s and three frigates, preparing to join M. 
"Conflans, at Breſt. Finding that he could not provoke M. de 
la Clue to quit his moorings, he ſent three ſhips of the line, 
on June 7, under Captains Callis, Harland, and Barker, to burn 
two ſhips that lay cloſe to the mouth of the harbour; and, 
though they did not ſucceed in the enterprize, yet they gained 
. honour by ſuftaining, for upwards of three hours, the 
re of ſeveral batteries, ſome of which they had not ſeen be- 
fore their approach. They attempted to deſtroy two forts, 
which they cannonaded with great vivacity: but being over- 
matched by ſuperior force, and the wind ſubſiding in a calm, 
they ſuffered conſiderable damage, and were, with ſome diffi- 
culty, towed off. The Admiral then ſteered to Gibraltar, in 
order to refit; and, when that was near completed, he was 
advertiſed, on Auguſt 17, about eight in the evening, by one of 
his two cruizing frigates, that fourteen large ſhips appeared on 
the Barbary coaſt to the eaſtward of Ceuta. He immediately 
weighed anchor, and was out of the bay before ten, with four- 
teen fail of the line, and two firefhips. At daylight next 
morning he deſcried ſeven fail, which proved to be the beſt 
) of the French fleet, from which five capital veſſels, 
and three frigates, had ſeparated in the night: but the Engliſh 
1yuadron not anſwering their ſignal, they endeavoured to make 
the'beft of their way. However, as the wind blew freſh, the . 
Britiſh Admiral came faſt up with them till about noon, and |

the forts Exavier and Lagres, in hopes of obtaining their pro- 
tection, as belonging to a neutral Prince. The Ocean ſtruck 


to Captain James Kirk, of the America, at the firſt broad - ſide, 


about half an hour after M. de la Clue had been landed: but, 
being too much damaged to be got off, was ſet on fire, the 


Count de Carne, Captain, with the other officers and men, 
whom the roughneſs of the ſea prevented from getting 
aſhore, being firſt taken out. Captain (afterwards Sir) John 
Bentley, of the Warſpight, attacked the Temeraire, and. 
brought her off, with all her officers and crew. At the ſame 

time Vice-Admiral Thomas Broderick, with his diviſion, burn- 


ed the Redoubtable, her officers and men having quitted her, 


being bulged; but made prize of the Modeſte, which had been 
little hurt. This ſignal victory, which in a great meaſure diſ- 


concerted the future operations of M. Conflans, was gained at 
the expence of about 250 killed and wounded, and without the 
life of any officer; but muſt have proved very dear to the van- 
quiſhed, as M. de la Chue, in his letter to the French Ambaſſa- 


dor at Liſbon, acknowledged that 100 men were killed on | 
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board his ſhip, and 70 dangerouſly wounded, Admiral Boſ- 
ca wen, after this memorable exploit, arrived at Spithead on Sep- 
tember 15; and waiting on his Majeſty, on the 175th, was very 

graciouſly received. For his eminent ſervices and military ſkill, 
. be was, on December 8 following, declared General of the 
marine forces: and about the ſame time, the Magiſtrates of 
Edinburgh, in conſideration of his many favours to Scotſmen, 
&c. complimented kim with the freedom of their city, which 
he was pleaſed to accept very politely. - F 
In January, 1760, he failed for the bay of Quiberon, with 
n ſmall ſquadron, in order to watch the motions and diſtreſs 
the commerce of the French; but was driven back, before the 
end of that month, to Spithead, by ſtreſs of weather. How- 
ever, he failed again on Þ ebruary6; and meeting with a ſeries 
of tempeſtuous weather, was forced into Plymouth, with his 

little fleet very much ſhattered, on the 15th: but the Ramilies, 
. go gun ſhip, overſhooting the ſound, and being embayed near 

a point called the Bolt-head, was drove from her anchors, and 
daſhed in pieces among the rocks; all her officers and men, to 
the number of ſeven hundred, ay loſt, except one midſhip- 
man and twenty-five mariners. e was, in the courſe of the 
enſuing ſummer, alternately with Sir Edward Hawke, Com- 
mander in Quiberon- bay, where, having no object to exert his 
military talents, he ſhewed his benevolence to mankind by poſ- 
ſeſſing himſelf of a ſmall iſland near the river Vannes, and culti- 
vating and planting it with vegetables for the uſe of the men 

afflicted with ſcorbutic diſorders, ariſing from ſalt proviſion, ſea 
air, and want of proper exerciſe. That was the laſt public 
ſervice done by this brave officer, who, if he had an equal, had 
no ſuperior; for he was cut off by a bilious fever on January 

10, 1761. He lies interred in the pariſh church of St. Michael, 
at Penkevil, in Cornwall, where a monument of exquiſite 
workmanſhip, deſigned by Mr. Adam, and executed by Mr. 
Ryſbrack, ſtands erected to his memory, with the following

death.“ The Court-martial does, in expreſs words, acquit Admiral Byng of cowardice

'as I conceive, fall under the letter or deſcription of the twelfth article of war. It 
may be ſaid that negligence is implied, though the word is not mentioned; otherwiſe 
the Court martial would not have brought his offence under the twelfth article, having 


. acquitted him of cowardice and diſaffection. But it muſt be acknowledged, that the 
negligence implied cannot be wilful negligence; for wilful negligence, in Admiral 


Byng's fituation, muſt have proceeded from either cowardice or diſaffection, and he is 
expreſsly acquitted of both theſe crimes: beſides, theſe crimes, which are implied

TAVINGG, in the fourth volume, under the title of 
Windſor, Earl of Plymouth, treated of the original of 
the family of Fitz-Gerald; and thetein ſhewn the pedigree 
of Maurice Fitz-Gerald, anceſtor to the preſent Duke of 
Leinſter, Viſcount Leinſter, &c. I ſhall now obſerve that the 
ſaid Maurice Fitz-Gerald (who beſides the town of Wexford, 
had alſo the barony of Offaley and Wykenlooe, now Wick- _ 
low, and was one of the Governors of Ireland in 1172, in

Cheſter, that the ſaid Earl was, for treaſon, baniſhed the realm 


of England, and requiring him, and Walter de Lacy, to take 


him, living or dead (if he came into Ireland) in reward whereof 


the K ng would beſtow all the Earl's lands in that realm upon 
them: Alſo, on an aſſurance that they were reſolved to effect

laid fiege to Limerick, which was yielded to him at the end 
of four days. Thereupon, this Maurice Fitz-Gerald ſent to 
him, that they could not ſuffer his proceeding in that manner, 


without being branded with the ignominy of traitors, and de- 
| fired a truce for ſo long time as they might ſend. into England, 


to know whether the King would defend the realm or not. 
This drew on conferences in a certain meadow for that pur- 
poſe, when Geffery de Mariſco upbraided the Earl with cowar- 
dice for conſenting to it, and that, if he acceded thereto, he 


would forſake him. But, the next morning, Maurice Fitz- 
Gerald demanded the truce n, telling him plainly, that, in cafe 


he would not agree thereto, he would adventure battle with 
him. Whereupon the Earl, putting his men in order, ex- 
horted them to go on with courage, and afterwards boldly 


charging into the midſt of his enemies, was there ſlain. Vet 


notwithſtanding what Matthew Paris has: aſſerted, oY to 
the Biſhop of Wincheſter's grant of the Earl of Pembroke's 
lands in Ireland to the ſaid Maurice Fitz-Gerald, it appears 


by record, in 1234, 18 Hen. III. that Gilbert Earl of Pem- 


broke was reſtored to the lands of his brother's inheritance, _

The Lord Juſtice, in 19 Henry III. was ſo much in favour, 


that he obtained a free commerce between both kingdoms, the

About this time, (as related by M. Paris o, &c. ) he was ſent

on that account, though he knew himſelf to be innocent thereof

trial. Nevertheleſs, for the love of peace, and to ſtand upon 
terms of amity with him, he told the King he would found a

. chard: with which the King was ſo well ſatisfied, that calling 

the Earl of Pembroke before him, he offered his mediation for 
this reconciliation, affirming, at the ſame time, that, if he re- 
fuſed it, he ſhould be unworthy of his grace and favour ; where- 
upon a fair accord between them was made. „„ 

During his abſence from Ireland, there was ſome diſorder, 

and Dr. Hanmer writes, that they rebelled :; but his ſpeedy 
return gave a check to their intentions. Alſo, whilſt he was 
in England, the King of Connaught exhibited a complaint 
againſt John de Burgh(ſon of H abert; Earl of Kent) for invading 
and waſting his country with fire and ſword, and deſired the 
King would rid him of that baſe upſtart, or newcomer, who 
ſought to diſinherit him. Whereupon the King immediately 
ordered the Lord Juſtice to pluck up by the root the fruitleſs 
Plant, that it might bud nomore. And this, it is probable, oc- 
caſioned the diſorder, which Dr. Hanmer calls a rebellion, 
In 1235, he oppoſed Cormac Mac Art O Melaghlin, then

of the houſe of Deſmond, &c. it will evidently appear, that 


the Earl of Kildare was the eldeſt branch, which (beſides 


other authorities) is evinced from the anerring teſtimony of 
his deſcendants bearing the cqat-armour plain, and without 
any addition; it being a ſtanding rule in ancient times, as is 
well known to all who are acquainted with the differences 
then uſed, to diſtinguiſh the Cadets from the principal branch 
of any family, that they either altered their Tinctures, or 
added Bordures, Orles, Bends, Chiefs, &c. for that pur- 
poſe; whence, the Duke of Leinſter's anceſtor, who bore 


the coat plain and unaltered, is ſufficiently proved to be the 
chief 'of the family ; the Earls of Deſmond bearing the field, 
Ermine, by way of difference, and the Earl of Kerry, a 
Chief, Ermine. Therefore, conſidering all circumſtances,

Which MAuRICE Fitz-Maurice, the youngeſt ſon, was, 


in 1265, a perſon of ſuch note, that the King, hearing of 


diſſenſions between the great men of the kingdom, wrote to 
the Archbiſhop of Dublin, the Biſhop of Meath, his Trea- 


ſurer, and this Maurice Fitz-Maurice e, ordering them to 
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| ſecure the peace of the nation, and ſent private inſtructions,

aving, by his behaviour, recommended himſelf to the King's 
eſteem, he was appointed Lord Juſtice of Ireland, (on the 


death of Sir James Audley,) on June 23, 1272, and ſo con- 
tinued © till November 16, that year, when Henry III. died. 
King Edw. being then abſent in the Holy Land, this Maurice 


had, on December 7, enſuing, a writ to proclaim him 1 


and to preſerve the peace of the kin dom, and © 1s therein ſtile 
Maurice, fon of Maurice, and Juſtice of Ireland.

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Robert de Ufford, Lord Juſtice of Ireland; but, in 1285 2, 
Gerald Fitz- Maurice is mentioned to be betrayed by his fol- 
lowers and made priſoner, and that he died o at Rathmore the 
year after, which was the ſame year his father died: And it is 
5 probable he ſurvived him, for, dying without iſſue, he left 
his eſtate to his couſin John, grandſon of his uncle Thomas, 
as appears by inquiſition, 4 Edward II. wherein it was found 
that John de Verdon, in the reign of Henry III. enfeoffed 
Maurice Fitz-Gerald, and Agnes de V alentia, his (2d) wife, 
in the manors of Adare, Crom, &c. in com. Limerick ; that 
he dicd without iſſue by the ſaid Agnes, and that Gerald his

I now return to THOMAS, the eldeſt ſon of Maurice, 3d 
Lord Offaley, who died in 1257, and was ſurnamed 7Zhe 
Great. He married Eleanor, daughter of Sir William Mor- 
rie, ſon of Sir Geoffrey Morrie, Knt. with whom the Fitz- 
Geralds got their eſtates in Kerry. By that Lady he had 
two ſons, John, and Maurice; and dying at Youghall on 
May 26, 1260, was buried in the Dominican friary there, which 
(his father having founded) he had finiſhed at his own charge: 
He was ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſon, Joan, deſigned of 
Callan, from whom all the Fitz-Geralds in Munſter, and 
ſome in Leinſter, are deſcended. He was the founder of the 
_ abbey of Tralee, in the county of Kerry, for Friars Preachers; 
and being killed, with his brother . at Callan, in 
ey tag by Mac-Carthy More, againſt whom the Fitz- 
eralds had raiſed a great army, in 1261, was buried in the 
ſaid friary, with his ſon Maurice, lain at the ſame battle.

1355, he was appointed Lord Juſtice of Ireland, during his 
life; but he died in the caſtle of Dublin, on January 25 fol- 
lowing, and was buried at Tralie; he was ſo juſt a man, that 
he ſpared not his very relations, when oo ts criminal, as

conduct, viz. © That the ſaid Earl of Deſmond was the firſt

_ © maſt worthy of obſervation upon the fortunes of the houſe 
of Deſmond, is this, that as Maurice Fitz- Thomas, the firſt 
Earl, did firſt raiſe the greatneſs of that houſe, by Iriſh ex- 
actions and oppreſſions, ſo Gerald, the laſt Earl, did at laſt 
ruin and reduce it to nothing, by uſing the like extortions. 
For certain it is, that the firſt occaſion of his rebellion grew 
from thence; that when he attempted to charge the Decies, 
in the county of Waterford, with Coigne and Livery, Black 
Rents and Coſheries, after the Iriſh manner, he was reſiſted 
by the Earl of Ormond, and, upon an encounter, overthrown 
and taken priſoner, which made his heart ſo unquiet, as it 
eaſily conceived treaſon againſt the crown, and brought forth 
actual and open rebellion, wherein he periſhed himſelf, and 
made a final extinguiſhment of his houſe and honour.” The 
male iſſue of the Earls of Deſmond became extinct in 1632. 
I ſhall now proceed to treat of JohN, eldeſt ſon of 8 
Lord Offaley, of whom the Duke of Leinſter is lineally deſcend- 
ed. Which John Fitz- Thomas, eighth Lord Offaley, and 
| firſt Earl of Kildare, had great variance with William Veſey, 
Lord of Kildare, in 1291, who was Lord Juſtice of Ireland in 
that King's reign, having many complaints againſt him, by his

his conduct and ſucceſs in this affair he preſented to the

- He continued the Earl of Kildare in the government, who, 

on his return into Ireland, in 1489, invaded Mac Geog- 

hagan's country, took and deſtroyed the caſtle of Bileragh, 
and waſted the whole territory of Moycaſhel, in the county 
of Weſtmeath; whence, being loaded with booty, he re- 
turnech to Dublin. In this year, or 1490, he had ſent him 
out of Germany, as a great rarity, fix hand- guns or muſkets, 
which his ee during the time they ſtood centinels, bore 
before his habitation at Thomas Court. The next year he 
aſſembled a Parliament at Trim, on the Friday after the 

Epiphany; but the year following being ſuſpected by the 
King, on ſome envious ſuggeſtions, for abetting new con- 

ſpiracies with the afore- mentioned Ducheſs of Burgundy, he 
was removed from the poſt of Lord Juſtice ; for (as Hollinſhed 

obſerves) let them behave themſelves valiantly in war, and 

_ * toyally in peace, yet notwithſtanding ſuch flanders are 
© raiſed, ſuch rumours noiſed, ſuch malicious inventions 
$ forged, that ſuch as are in authority cannot but of force ſuſ-

ſpared, and ſent ſecretly away. However, he cleared himſelf { 
of that ſuſpicion, by going with the Lord-Deputy, and the by 
Ear] of Ormond, againſt his abetters, in 1494: yet, notwith- l 
ſanding this, he had ſome enemies, who repreſented with the .

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enemies, that he was more indulgent to them than he ought, 

and on that account had contrived clandeſtine plots with che 
chief of the Iriſh to oppoſe the Deputy, and eſpecially with 
O Hanlan (in whoſe country they then were) to murder him. 
This acccuſation was very incredible, for O Hanlan, in 
1495, denied upon his ſolemn oath, That he knew of any 
« ſuch proceedings between them.“ Vet this is certain, that 
nis brother James (and by his advice as was imagined) ſeized 
on the caſtle of Catherlough, and ſecured it by a garriſon, 
which obliged the Deputy to lay aſide the proſecution of 
O Hanlan and Magennis, from whom he took pledges for 
their keeping the peace; and to march to Catherlough, where 
he took the caſtle, after a ſhort ſiege, by ſurrender. In 
November, 1494, his Lordſhip, with his brother, and 
many more of the Geraldines, and their adherents, were, 
in a Parliament holden at Drogheda, by Sir Edward Poy- 
nings, declared traytors, and were accordingly attainted of 
high treaſon, for correſponding with O Hanlan, and, ſeizing 
the caſtle of Catherlough, extorting coyne and livery, 
for treating with the Kang of Scotland. Likewiſe his motto . 
of Crom a Boo, with thoſe of the Earl of Ormond, Butler a 
Boo, of the Earl of Deſmond, Shanet'a Boo, and of the 
Lord Clanrickard, Galriab a Boo, were adjudged unlawful, 
and a means of nouriſhing diſſenſion between noble families z 
and therefore were abrogated. His Lordſhip, having alſo before 
this been at great variance with Plunket of, Rathmore, and 
fought ſeveral ſkirmiſhes wherein he had always the worſt, was 
at length brought to ſuch a paſs, that he dared not to venture 
into any part of the county of Meath, nor continue for three 
nights together (but privately), in any part of the county of 
Kildare; in which condition he continued, till one day, with 
about twelve horſemen, meeting Plunket near Trim, attended 
by about twenty, he engaged Fim fo reſolutely, that Plunket 
and moſt of his men fell. After which, the Biſhop of Meath 
(between whom and his Lordſhip the ſtricteſt friendſhip had for

whereof four thouſand (or, according to the book of Howth, 


nine thouſand) were ſlain, and ſome taken priſoners; the 
conſequence of which great victory was the ſurrender of Gal- 
way, and Athunry, the deſtruction of that whole country, 
as loading the conquerors with prey and booty. At his re- 
turn to Dublin from this ſignal enterprize, he batowed thirty 
tons of wine upon his ſoldiers. Alſo, the ſame year, bein 
attended with the Mayor and Commons of the city (as he h 
been before to Knocktough) he marched to Ballagh-Aſperd, 


upon O Carrol and his abettors, whom he totally deſtroyed, 


and burned their country: And in September ſent Walter 
Fitz-Symons, Archbiſhop of 'Dublin, to England, to give 
an account of theſe and other public affairs, - 'The King was 


ſo well pleaſed with his ſervices, that he procured him to be 


elected one of the Knights Companions of the moſt noble 
Order of the Garter, and he was inſtalled at Windſor, on 
May 4, 20 Henry VII. by his proxy Sir John Williams, who 
was very liberal to the Officers.

in the government by King Henry VIII. whom 


ſame year invading Ulfter, he recovered the caſtles of Dun- 
gannon and 5558 0 the former of which was delivered up 
efore his approach, and, a little after beſieging the other, he 


deſtroyed it. In 1510, he was appointed Lord-Deputy, and 


undertook a journey into Munſter, with a powerful army, 
raiſed out of the counties of Dublin, Kildare, Meath, and 
Lowth, to which Hugh O Donnel, Dynaſt of Tyrconnel, 


joined himſelf; and, preying over the greateſt part of Deſ- 


mond, took divers caſtles without reſiſtance; but, in his re- 


turn, was met at Monetar, in the county of Limerick, by a 


ſtrong body of his enemies, the principal whereof were James, 
eldeſt ſon of Maurice, Earl of Deſmond: Terlough O Brien ; 
Dynaſt of "Thomond; and Mac William; with whom he

both ſides fell; but his ſoldiers being loaden with ſpoils, and 
tired with a tedious march, ſuſtained the greater loſs, yet were 


only parted by the night, which put an end to the battle; 
and his Lordſhip, by the advice of his friends, retired the 


next day in good order. In 1511, he employed moſt of his 
time in putting himſelf in a condition to appear formidable 
againſt the enemies of the public peace; and having, in 1503, 
demoliſhed the caſtle of Belfaſt, which being afterwards re- 
paired, he a ſecond time took and deſtroyed it in 1512, waſted 
the country, and diſtributed the ſpoil among his ſoldiers. 

— built St. Mary's chapel, in the choir of Chriſt- 
Church, Dublin, where himſelf was afterwards honourably 


interred, near the high altar, on October 16, I513, and 


where his arms, within the Garter, and thoſe of his wives, ſtood 
together, with thoſe of many of his predeceſſors, and ſucceſ- 
ſors, until defaced by William Moreton, Biſhop of Kildare, 
and Dean of that church, upon a new model thereof. 
This great Nobleman had been, at ſeveral times, thirty- 


three years Chief Governor of Ireland, which he could never 


have been entruſted with, had he not been a perſon of ſingular 
parts, as is obſerved by Camden, Borlace, and others. During 
his adminiſtration, the kingdom was in a better condition 
than before his time; being ſo famous for his many great and 
ſucceſsful victories, that his reputation kept the rebels in 


awe. He alſo ſecured the Pale, by caſtles and fortifications 


built in commodious places upon the borders, amongft which 
were thoſe of Rathville, Lincarrig, Triſtledermot, and Athy; 
and, whenever the Iriſh made an inſurrection, he chaſtiſed 
them, by deſtroying their fortified places, razing and levelling 

files to the ground, and diſperſed colonies for the ſe- 
curity of the land in proper places; rebuilt ruined towns; 
and was ſo frequently advanced (as Sir Richard Cox obferves, 
in his Hiſtory of Ireland, p. 199,) to the Chief Government 


of the kingdom for good reaſons, being a man of great in- 


tereſt and courage, and his very name more terrible to the Jriſh 


than an army. He was of a tall ſtature and goodly preſence, 


very liberal and merciful, of ftrict piety and religion, mild in 
his. government, open and plain, ſenſible of injuries, and 
when offered, in his mood, deſperate both of word and deed; 
but yet not fo eaſily diſpleaſed, as appeaſed; an inſtance 
whereof is related by Stanihurſt : That, being in a rage with 


certain of his ſervants, one of his horſe-men offered Mr. 


Boyce (a retainer to him) an Iriſh hobby, on condition he 
would pluck an hair from the Earl's beard. Boyce accepted 


the offer; ſtepped to the Earl (with whoſe good-nature he 
was thoroughly acquainted) and ſaid, So it is, and if it 


like your good Lordſhip, one of your horſemen promifed me

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_ © choice horſe, if I ſnip one hair from your beard.” Well 
quoth the Earl, © I agree thereto; but if thou pluck any 
more than one, I promiſe thee to bring my fiſt from thine 
c ear.“ He was well beloved of the Engliſh, and a man of 
ſingular parts and valour, evident by his long adminiſtration 
of the government. He departed this life, on September 3, 
I 51S at Kildare, being carried thither from Athy, where he 


fell ſick, as he was on his march towards Lemewanan, others. 
wiſe called O Canan's-Caſtle, attended by the Mayor of 


Dublin, and a great company. His death was occaſioned by _ 


a ſhot he had received a little before, againſt the O Mores of 
Leix. By his laſt will he bequeathed his beſt gown, of cloth 
of gold purpurated, for to make ſacerdotal veſtments; and 
beſtowed the town of Capporo to the maintenance of that 
Canon who ſhould celebrate his obſequies.

Thomas, Earl of Kildare, as related hereafter. _ : 
I now proceed with the only ſon of Gerald, the eighth Earl 
of &.itcare, by his rt niet ́ . 
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. GERALD, ninth Earl of Kildare. He is faid to have been 
one of the faireſt men then living, and was called, by the vul- 
gar, Garret Mac Aliſon. He was * conſtituted Lord High 
easter of Ireland, on February 18, 1503-4; which office 
he reſigned, when, on his father's deceaſe {whoſe footſteps, in 
ſubduing the Iriſh, and preſerving the peace of his country, he 
indefatigably purſued) he was appointed Lord Juſtice of the 
kingdom by aſſent of the Council, according to an Act of 
Parliament in 10 Henry VII. for electing the Lord Treaſurer, in 
caſe of a vacancy by death; and the King afterwards by patent, 
conſtituted him Lord-Deputy. At the battle of Knocktough, 
on Auguſt 19, 1504, he led the body of reſerve, and being 
left at a diſtance, to be ready if relief was wanted, could hot, 
when he once ſaw the battle join, ſtay to wait as his father had 
appointed him, but charged with the foremoſt in ſuch a brave 
and reſolute manner, as deſerved applauſe; yet by quitting his 
poſt, all the Engliſh carriage was taken by the Iriſh horſe, and 
a few of the Engliſh Gentlemen became priſoners. In the 
winter of 1513, the Iriſh ravaging the country, his Lordſhip, 

_ impatient at their inſolence, in the beginning of 1514, marched 
with his army into Leix (now Queen's County) where he van- 
quiſhed O More, and, purſuing him and his party, drove them 
into the woods. He after took the caſtle of Cavan, and having 
killed O Reily, and 'many of his followers, chaced the remain- 
der into their inacceſſible bogs and faſtneſſes, burning and de- 
ſtroying them there, returned to Dublin with his men, loaden 
with booty. This ſervice was extremely well received by the 
King and his Engliſh ſubjects, of which his Lordſhip was ad- 
yertiſed by Wolſey; and the next year coming to England, to 
confer with his Majefty touching the Parliament intended to be 
ſhortly held at Dublin, was, on June 13, ſucceeded in the 
government by William Preſton, Viſeount Gormanſtown, who, 
on his return, reſigned that poſt to him before the end of the 
year, being then conſtituted Lord Deputy. He was ſo much 
favoured by the King, that he obtained a grant, dated at Weſt- 
minſter, October 10, the ſame year, to him and the heirs male 
of his body, of the cuſtoms, ſubſidies, tonnages, poundages, and 
bother profits, &c. ariſing, and accruing out of the towns 
and ports of Strangford and Ardglaſs, and the creeks and mem- 
bers thereof, in the county of Bowne. Yet ſoon after he in- 
curred the King's diſpleaſure, by conniving at James, Earl of 
Deſmond, then a proclaimed rebel and traitor, contrary to the 
King's private orders for apprehending him; inſtead whereof, 
he admoniſhed him to come to no place where he might meet 
him, or have any power upon him: But, the King pardoning 
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this offence, his Lordſhip, in 1516, made an inroad into Imaly 
(che county of Wicklow) and there in a ſkirmiſh flew Shane 
O Toole, and ſent his head. to John Richard, Mayor of Dub- 
lin, Thence he marched into the King's county, where he 
was joined by ſeveral Noblemen (of Engliſh extraction, ) of the 
provinces of Munſter and Leinſter, particularly by Piers, Earl 
of Ormond, and James, eldeſt ſon to the Earl of Deſmond; 
with which ſupply being ſufficiently ſtrengthened, he undertook 
the ſiege of Lemewanan Caſtle, which the garriſon defended for 
A week, and then by night deſerted, leaving it to be demoliſh- 
ed by the Lord-Deputy. This good ſucceſs encouraged him 
to make an attempt on the town of Clonmel, in Tipperary, 
with. ſo much celerity, that the townſmen (being ſurprized) 
immediately ſurrendered upon conditions: And, having thus 
finiſhed this expedition, he returned in December to Dublin 
in triumph, loaden with hoſtages, booty, and honour ; and there 
held a Parliament, on February 25, 1515-16, by virtue of the 
King's commiſſion, which continued, by ſeveral prorogations, 
until Thurſday after Michaelmas, 1717, wherein a ſubſidy was 
granted to the King, and an Act made, That no man ſhould 
be compelled, by privy-ſeal, to anſwer any complaint in 
England, until the accuſers entered into a recognizance in 
© the Chancery of Ireland to pay the defendant his coſts and 
damages, if he be acquitted.” Which ſo much abated that 
vexatious courſe of proceeding, as it is now quite out of ule. 
In 1517, his Lordſhip invaded Ulſter ; and, being oppoſed 
by the chiefs of that province, a great ſlaughter enſued, but 
concluded in his favour. He took the caftle of Dundrum by 
ſtorm, which had done great injury to the Engliſh ; and then, 
marching into Tyrone, burnt the fort of Dungannon, and re- 
duced Ireland to a quiet condition. However, having many 
enemies, who, combining againſt him, ſought his ruin, they 
accuſed him of male- adminiſtration; to which charge, as ſoon 
as he underſtood their deſigns, he earneſtly intreated the King, 
by letters, to give no credit to their malicious accuſations, pro- 
feſſing he ever had been, and would continue, faithful and firm 
in Majeſty's ſervice; and inſtructed his friends in England 
how they might beſt anſwer ſuch matters as he apprehended 
would be objected againſt him. This was in 1518. But his 
enemies fearing his Lordſhip, now juſtly incenſed, ſhould con- 
tinue Deputy, and make ule of his power to their prejudice, 
reſted not until they obtained their defire, and had him recalled 
from his government, in 1519, to England, to anſwer articles 


_ exhibited againſt him for male-adminiſtration. 
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1. That he had enriched himſelf and followers, by unjuſt 


ſeizure of the King's revenues and crown lands.

And, having the King's leave to ſubſtitute a Deputy, he ap- 
pointed Sir Maurice Fitz-Gerald, of Lackah, his near rela- 


tion, to that office; and marrying his ſecond wife in London, 


by that means procured favour in England, ſtrengthened him- 
ſelf much by the acceſſion of many friends at court, and was 
acquitted of what was alledged againſt him; but, through the 
malice and power of Cardinal Wolſey, was removed from the 
government of Ireland, as ſome write; yet others attribute it 
to the King's having too much neglected his Iriſh affairs, on 
which a ſerious debate was had to rectify that error; when it 
was concluded, that ſome principal perſon of the Engliſh No- 
bility ſhould be ſent into Ireland, with a ſufficient force to ſup- 
preſs the rebels, and reduce them to their allegiance. In pur- 
| ſuance thereof, Thomas Howard, Earl of Surry, and Lord 
High Admiral (whom the Cardinal wanted out of the way, 
that he might the more eaſily effect the ruin of Edward, Bulle 
of Buckingham, his father-in-law) was appointed Lord-Lieu- 
tenant, with an army equal to the ſervice. However, the 
_ Earl of Kildare being ſet at liberty the next year, was ſoon 
after received into fayour by the King, whom he attended into 
France, and was preſent at the grand interview his Majeſty 
had with the French King, Francis I: between Ardres and 
Guiſnes ©; after which he returned to Ireland, in January 


15223. 


In 1518, he preferred his petition * to William Rokeby, 
Archbiſhop of Dublin, for licence to found and endow a col-

On his return to Ireland, he obtained leave © of the Deputy 
to invade the territory of Leix; in which expedition, being 

accompanied by the Mayor of Dublin, and divers citizens, he 
burned ſome villages ; but being intercepted by an ambuſh, 
loſt a great many men, and, with ſome difficulty, retreated to 
Dublin.

Where- 
upon the King, at the inſtance of the Marquis of Dorſet, the 
Earl's father-in-law, iflued a commiſſion, authoriſing Sir 
Ralph Egerton, Sir Anthony Fitz-Herbert, one of the 
1 of the Common-Pleas, and James Denton, Dean of 
Litchfield, to examine the matter; with inſtructions, that if 
the Earl of Kildare purged. himſelf of the crimes objected, 
then to depoſe the Earl of Ormond, and place him in the go- 
vernment in his ſtead, The Commiſſioners, arriving at Dub- 
Jin about Midſummer-day, ſpeedily determined the matter in 
favour of the Earl of Kildare, by agreement between the 
Earls, bearing date July 28, 15243 and the Earl of Kildare 
was Lord-Deputy by patent, dated Auguſt 4 following; and 
for ſome time after lived in peace and honour, until his ſerenity | 
was converted into a cloud on himſelf and family 
On May 19, 1525, he held a Parliament at Dublin, and 
that year executed a ſignal piece of juſtice on Maurice Cave- 
nagh, Archdeacon of Leighlin, cauſing him to be hanged on 
2 gibbet, in the high-road near Glen-Reynold, and his 
\ dowels burned s, for bafely murdering his dioceſan and kinſ- 
man Maurice Doran, who had reproved, him for his crimes, 
and threatned him with a ſuitable correction. Alſo in this 
year he invaded Tyrconnel, but on notice that Hugh O Neile\ 
was up in arms in Tyrone, he ſettled a peace with O Done}, 
and turning all his force againſt O Neile, gave him a total de- 
feat, wherein being killed, the public peace was, in ſome 
meaſure, reſtored. After this, his Lordſhip, on the Earl of 
Oſſory's allegation, being ſuſpected of entering into an en- 
agement with the Byrnes to ſerve the Earl of Deſmond, 
who had deſigned a rebellion) and a letter from him to that 
Earli, dated July 28, 1526, inviting him to meet him in 
Offory, being intercepted; as alſo that he had armed the Iriſh 
againſt himſelf, being Deputy, and put good ſubjects to death, 
upon ſuſpicion of their adhering to the Butlers; he was ſent 
for into England, to anſwer an impeachment againſt him. 
os his arrival there (having ſubſtituted his brother, Thomas 
PFitz-Gerald, of Leixlin, his Deputy till his return) he was 
impriſoned in the Tower of London, and coming to his 
trial before the Lords of the Council, Cardinal Wolſey, in a

virulent ſpeech, enforced the articles objected againſt him; 
but his Lordſhip removing the objections, by proving they 
were the malicious ſuggeſtions of his enemies, without the 

leaſt foundation in truth, the Cardinal, incenſed to ſee his ar- 
guments ſo fully anſwered, aroſe haſtily from the council 
table, committed the Earl, and deferred the further examina- 
tion of the matter, till more direct proof was produced out of 
Ireland; but the Duke of Norfolk, late Lord Lieutenant, 
perceiving the Earl's innocence, and the Cardinals bias, in- 
terceded with the King for his enlargement from the Tower, 
and that he might become his priſoner, offering to be bound 
for his appearance in all his lands, and body for body; to 
which the King aſſenting, he was enlarged from his confine- 
ment, on a very conſiderable bail, viz. * the Marchioneſs 
Dowager of Dorſet, the Marquis of Dorſet, the Lords Fitz- 
Walter and Mountjoy, Henry Standiſh, Biſhop of St. Aſaph, 
Lord Richard Grey, Lord John Grey, Lord, Leonard Grey, 
Sir Henry Guildford, Sir John Zouch, and John, Abbot of 
Vale-Royal; and was honourably entertained by the Duke, 
and reſtored to the King's favour. During his flay in Eng- 
land he lived at Newington, (the Duke of Norfolk's houſe) 
in Middleſex, where (as was alledged) on July 8, 1529, he 
commanded his daughter Alice, Lady Slane l, to repair into 
Ireland, and, in his name, to will all his brethren, O Neile, 
O Connor, and all other his friends, ſervants, and allies, to 
levy and ſtir up war againſt the King's Deputy and ſubjects, 
and particularly the Butlers: and being ſucceſsful in her ne- 
25 proved very unhappy to him. The aforeſajd per- 
ſons making an inſurrection, by invading, burning, killing, 
and robbing the King's ſubjects; not deſiſting from their trai- 
foroue acts, until they were by force repreſſed. This being made 
known to the Council of England, the Cardinal cauſed his 
Lordſhip to be examined before them, and preſſed him ſo deeply 
with his late diſloyalty, that the prefumption being vehement 
las the Cardinal enforced it) he was re-committed to the 
Tower; but not long after he was again releaſed by the King,

their arrival; to whom the Lord-Deputy Skeffington returned 
this anſwer: * Mr. Mayor and Mr. Kecorier: you have at 
length this Nobleman here preſent, for whom you ſore longed 
© whilſt he was abſent. And after many ſtorms by him ſuſtained, 
he hath now, to the comfort of his friends, to the confuſion 
of his foes, ſubdued violence with patience, injuries with 
ſufferange, and malice with obedience : and ſuch butchers, 
as of hatred thirſted after his blood, are now taken for out- 
caſt maſtives, littered in curriſh blood. How well my Maſ- 
ter, the King, hath been of his gracious inclination affected 
to the Earl of Kildare (his back-friend being, by his juſt 
deſert, from his Majeſty weeded) the credit, wherein this 
Nobleman at preſent abideth, manifeſtly declareth. Where- 
fore it reſtefh that you thank God and the King for his ſafe 
arrival. As for his welcome, Mr. Recorder's courteous diſ- 
< courſe, your great aſſemblies, your chearful countenances, 
« your willing meetings, your folemn proceſſions, do ſo far 
s ſhew it, as you miniſter me occaſion, on his Lordſhip's be- 
half, rather to thank you for your courteſy, than to exhort 
oo Doi T 
The O Tools having preyed and ſpoiled his Lordſhip's te- 
-nants in his abſence, he determined to puniſh them, and to that 
end was aſſiſted by 200 archers drawn out of the city bands a, 
and accompanied the Deputy the next year in an expedition in- 
to Ulſter, where taking the caſtle of Kinnard, they deſtroyed it, 
and frighted Hugh O Viondel into a ſubmiſſion. But after this, 
enmities ariſing between his Lordſhip and the Deputy, and the 
fame increafing to an open rupture, they reciprocally accuſed _ 
each other, by meſſengers and letters into England. And his 
Lordſhip, thinking it prudent to ſolicit his own affairs, went 
_ thither himſelf, in 1532; where, foon after his arrival, being 
brought to a trial by the King, he ſo well acquitted himſelf, 
that; on July 5, he was appointed to ſucceed Sir William 
Skeffington in the government, as Deputy to Henry Duke of 
Richmond, the King's natural ſon; and returning at Lammas,, 
landed in Dublin, with great congratulations of the people; 
in which year it was enacted in Parliament, That none 
< ſhould be elected Lord Juſtice of Ireland, but an Engliſhman 
* born in England, and not in Orders, except by patent from, 
« the King.“ 9 | | 5 
Whilft his Lordſhip was in England ee, he procured John 
Allan, Archbiſhop of Dublin, to be removed from the office 
of Lord Chancellor, (to which he had deen advanced by Car- 
dinal Wolſey, out of hatred and oppoſition to his Lordſhip) 
and George Cromer, Archbiſhop of Armagh, to be ſubſtituted 
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Fitz- Gerald, Viſcount Leinſter. 157 
in his room, on July 5, 1532. And his Lordſhip v, having 
again got the ſupreme power, preſumed ſo far on its conti- 
nuance, as he little valued the oppoſition of his enemies, which 
involved him in thoſe troubles, that proved, in the concluſion, 
deſtructive to him, and almoſt kis whole family. The Act 

for his attainder, in 24 net VIII. ſets forth, that he 
ſuffered G Neile, the King's Iriſh enemy, to invade and 
deſtroy the county of Uriel (Louth) without any reſiſtance 
made therein -by himſelf, being the King's Deputy, or any 
other for him; alſo his brother Sir John, being by his com- 
mandment in company with the ſaid O Neile, to ſuccour and 
guide, aid and conduct him in that his traitorous enterprize z 
and likewiſe, in his own proper perſon, having gathered his 
forces, invaded the county of Kilkenny, burning and de- 
ſtroying the ſame, rifling and robbing the King's ſub- 
jects, and bringing from thence many preys belonging to 
the Earl of Offory, and his friends (on account of James, 
Lord Butler, that Earls eldeſt ſon, having been made High 
Treaſurer of Ireland, which he reſented) and at the fair of 
Caſtledermot carrying havock among the King's ſubjects, 
which thither were reſorted, cauſing them in his own pre- 
ſence to be ſpoiled and robbed of their goods, and divers of 
them murdered moſt cruelly and traitorouſly; and that he 
might more firmly unite himſelf to the Iriſh, he married his 
daughter Mary to Brian O Connor, of Offaley; and another 
Fer animus, that is, Anonymous O Carrol,

And, in 1533, at the perſuaſion of his ſon-in-law, his 
Lordſhip entered that country againſt the ſons of the deceaſed 
O Carrol, who aſſumed the right thereof to themſelves; and 
at the ſiege of the caſtle of Birr, occupied by them, was 
wounded in the head, * ſo that he was never well after, being 

thereby deprived of the right uſe both of his limbs and ſpeec 
Theſe proceedings cauſed the Council to ſend John Allen, 
Maſter of the Rolls, linked in enmity againſt him, with the 
Archbiſhop, Thomas Cannon, Secretary to Sir William 
dkeffington, when Lord Juſtice (who thought his Maſter had 
been ſupplanted by the Earl) and Robert Cowley, Bailiff 
of Dublin, ſervant to the Lady Margaret, Counteſs of Or- 
mond, into England, who made great complaints againſt him; 
and their accuſation at length prevailing with the King, his 
Majeſty, willing the reformation of the land, and the relief 
and comfort of his ſubjects, commanded the Earl, by his 
letters, to haſten to his preſence in London, and to leave ſuch

a perſon Governor of Ireland in his abſence, for-whoſe doihgs 
he would be reſponſible. Whereupon he ſent his Lady to 
England to intercede with her friends, for procuring a 
countermand of his voyage, and to alledge, that the ill poſ- 
ture of affairs in Ireland could not permit his abſence. But 
her ſolicitations proving ineffectual, he prepared for his 
voyage, and before he went furniſhed all his caſtles, eſpecially 
Manooth and Ley, with guns and ammunition out of the 
King's ſtores, contrary to the King's expreſs command, im- 
parted to him by Allen, Mafter of the Rolls, in preſence 
of the Biſhop of Meath and others. And the Act of At- 
tainder alſo mentions, that he furniſhed the wild Jriſbmen, 
being the King's mortal enemies, with arms and ammunition, 
Alſo being ordered. by the King to leave a Deputy, for whoſe 


fidelity he would anſwer, he made choice of his fon Thomas 


Fitz-Gerald, about twenty-one years of age, and of a hot 
and active temper. Yet this is recited of his Lordſhip, that 
fitting in «council at Drogheda (where he took ſhipping) in 
the hearing of the whole board, he thus addreſſed him“: 
+ Son Thomas, I doubt not but you know my Sovereign Lord 
the King hath ſent for me into England, and what ſhall 
betide me, God knoweth, for I know not. But howſoever it 
falleth, both you and I know, that I am well ſtepped in 
.years ; and, as I may ſhortly die, for that I am mortal; ſo 
4 muſt in haſte deceaſe, becauſe that I am old. Wherefore 
in ſo much as my winter is well near ended, and the ſpring of 
your age now buddeth; my will is, that you behave your- 
ſelf ſo wiſely in theſe your green years, as that to the com- 
fort of your friends, you may enjoy the pleaſure of ſummer, 
glean and reap the fruits of your harveſt, that with honour 

vou may grow to the catching of that hoary winter, on 

which you ſee me your father faſt pricking. And whereas 
it pleaſath the King his Majeſty, that upon my departure 
hence, I ſhould ſubſtitute in my room ſuch one, for whoſe 
government I would anſwer; albeit I know, that your years 
are tender, your wit not ſettled, your judgment not fully 
tectiſied, and therefore g ee with good cauſe reclaim- 
ed from putting a naked ſword in a young man's hand: 

Yet notwithſtanding, for ſo much as J am your father, and 
you my ſon, I am well aſſured to bear that ſtroke with you 
in ſteering your ſhip, as that, upon any information, IL may 
command you as your father, and correct you as my ſon, 
for the wrong handling of your helm. | "a

In 1579, the Earl of Kildare attended Sir William Drury, 
Lord Juſtice, into Munſter, to oppoſe James Fitz-Maurice, 
who had landed in July, at Smerwick, in the county of Ker- 
ry, with ſome Spaniards, ſent by Pope Gregory XIII. and 
Philip II. King of Spain; and, with the Lords Mountgarret, 
Upper Offory, and Dunboyne, brought two hundred horſe, 
beſides kern or foot foldiers, for that ſervice.

under him, having joined James Fitz-Euſtace, Viſcount Bal- 
tinglas, and others, and defeated the Lord Deputy, Arthur Lord 
Grey, in the Glynnes of Wicklow (the Earl of Kildare then ſerv- 
Ing againſt them with the Deputy) they were committed into the

This George, 16th Earl of Kildare, on the firſt inſurreo- 


Tion of the Iriſh in 1641, gave a meeting to the gentry and 
_ commons. of the county of Kildare, at Naas, when he was 


choſen by them Governor of that county; after which, in 


cConjunction with them, he appointed three gentlemen to be 


Captains (entruſted by his Majeſty's council at Dublin) for 


the guarding and defending of the county in that diſordered 
time. His Lordſhip became a great ſufferer by the ſaid 
troubles, having his houſe of Maynooth rifled and ſpoiled, on

II. thought it juſt and fitting to admit of a proviſo to be in- 
ſerted into the bill concerning the cuſtoms in Ireland, for ſaving 
the right, title, and intereſt of Wentworth, Earl of Kildare, 
unto the premiſes. .

Charles II. was ſo ſenſible of the ſhare he had in his reſtora- 
tion, that on February 1 following, he made him a grant of

found ſeveral crouds of people gathered about the middle of

and having placed his guards, and ordered the rounds, he 


went to a friend's houſe in the city, accompanied with the 


Biſhop of Limerick, Dean Burke, and ſeveral gentlemen, 


who had formerly been in his own troop ; who ſent letters to

ment. About break of day ſome hundreds of the rabble, in

tuined and impriſoned by the Iriſh rogues, and now would re- 


yenge themſelves, and plunder all the papiſts. To prevent 
this, he reaſoned with them ſtrongly ; and aſked them, if they 


knew him; and if they had forgot what he had done for them 


laſt night, in diſarming the guard, and preſerving them, 
when they had no arms to defend - themſelves? This pacified 


ſome of them; but, whilſt he was ſpeaking, others broke open 


the houſe of Colonel Patrick Sarsfield (commonly ſtiled Earl 


of Lucan) and there he was obliged to exercife his authority | 


with cane and ſword ;- and from four o'clock to ſeven in the 
morning was in unheard of danger, every one of this rabble 


' believing he robbed him of his due, in denying him leave to 


break into papiſts houſes, to ſearch for proteſtants s; and 
yet, by God's great goodneſs, there was not a life loſt in the town. 
About ſeven in the morning he directed ſeveral letters, and 
ſent meſſages to all the old privy counſellors, to the few pro- 
teſtants of the late council, and to maſt of the eminent clergy- 
men in town, wha aſſembled on this occafion; and after 


he had made them a ſhort ſpeech, they returned him thanks, 


and chaſe a committee of five, to manage affairs till the King's

ras was known; which number being increaſed to nine, 


by the coming in of ſome eminent perſons, they conſulted of 


what was fit to be done for the keeping of order and peace in

H E renowned and illuſtrious houſe of Courtenay, is 
deſcended from ATHoN a, who was ſon to "Caſs 
tellan, or Governor of Chaſteau-Reynard, and was of the 
ſame lineage with the Dukes of Boulogne, one of whoſe an- 
ceſtors was Ricuinus, or Riſcuinus, Count of Ardenne, and 
a Duke on the Moſelle, and the 14th in paternal deſcent 
from Pharamond, founder of the French monarchy, A.D. 
420, and common patriarch of all the Kings of France. Of 
the ſaid family of Boulogne, were the celebrated Godfrey, 
Baldwin I. &e. Kings, of Jeruſalem after mentioned; and 
they, as well as their forefathers, had the ſame armorial bear- 
ings, as thoſe uſed now 2 Courtenays, viz. three-Torteaux, 
Gules, in a field, Or. The Dukes of Bouillon, in France, 
have conſtantly borne theſe arms on an eſcutcheon in their 
ſhield, ſince- they matched with an heir general of the old 
Counts and Dukes of Boulogne.

Joſceline de Courtenay's ſecond wife was Iſabel (or Eliza-

| þeth) daughter of Guy, Lord of Montlehery. He married 
that Lady after the year 1065: and by her was father of three 

ſons ; 1. Milo (or 7 de eee anceſtor to thoſe Who 
ſettled in England; 2, Joſceline de Courtenay, patriarch of 

the Counts of Edeſſa, and Kings of ſeruſalem; and, 3. 

Feat de Courtenay, res 75 alſo de Champlay, or Chap- 
ay) who diſtinguiſhed himſelf by his bravery and conduct in 

the holy war, and loſt his life in battle, fighting againſt San- 
ruin, a Turkiſh Prince, A. D. 1136, at the. defence of a 

Pei, near Raphania, ſeated on Mount- Ferrand. 

Before we proceed with Miles de Courtenay, the eldeſt ſon, 

and his deſcendants, we ſhall give an account of 1 
Courtenay, the 2d ſon, and his offspring. This Joſceline de 

Courtenay, was one of thoſe Princes who engaged in the Cru- 

ſade e, for the relief of the Chriſtians in Paleſtine ; and, ar- 
riving there in 1101, ſerved under the banner of his kinſman, 

Baldwin I. who had ſucceeded his brother Godfrey, Duke of 

Boulogne, &c. before- mentioned, in the kingdom of Jeru- 

ſalem, on July 18, the preceding year. Baldwin of Bruges, 

Count of Edeſſa, who was couſin- german to Joſceline (their 

mothers being ſiſters) granted him all that part of his domi- 
nions which lay on this ſide of the river Euphrates, except the 

town of Se e. Count Baldwin reſerved to himſelf all 
the country ſituate beyond the Euphrates, and next adjoining 
to the common enemy: but in the diſtrict, ceded to Joſcelins 
de Courtenay, were the cities of Coritium and Tuluppa, with 
the large and fortified towns of Turbeſſel, Hamtab, Raven- 
del, and ſome others. Joſceline, whoſe judgment directed 
him when to be liberal and when to be ſparing, and not being 
addicted to luxury, or gaiety of. dreſs, governed his province 
with great prudence and ceconomy, and ſoon acquired conſide- 
rable wealth. However, his domeſtic concerns did not hinder 
him from ſharing in the hardſhips and laurels accruing from 
the hazardous enterprize in which he had embarked : but, as 


even a brief recital of his exploits in the Holy Land, &c. 


would far exceed the limits allotted to this work, we ſhall only 
mention ſome of the moſt intereſting. —In the year 1104, the 
aforeſaid Baldwin, Count of Eddeſſa, and this Joſceline de 
Courtenay, with other Princes and Grandees, collected their

teſpective forces, in order to beſiege Charran *, a city that lay 
on the other ſide of Euphrates, about 14 miles from Edeſſa. 
There was an intervening river, which ſeparated the two ter- 
ritories, and, by its water being let out in channels, fertilized 
the adjacent plain, from that portion of which, bordering on 
their own ſide of the river, the inhabitants of Charran were 
ſupplied with proviſions. As ſoon as the Chriſtian army came 
before that city, they inveſted it : and Count Baldwin, in or- 
der to foice it to yield by famine, ordered his ſoldiers to 
make frequent incurſions into that part belonging to Charran, 
to ravage the country, and prevent the farmers from tilling the 
; 8 The beſieged, having previous notice of the deſign 
ormed againſt them, had implored aſſiſtance from the Eaſtern 
Princes; notifying alſo, that, unleſs they were ſpeedily ſup- 
ported, they would be obliged to give up their city; and, 
| ſome time having elapſed without any appearance of ſuccour, - 
they at length agreed to ſurrender to the Chriſtians without ca- 
pitulation: but there ariſing an unhappy difference between 
the Count of Edeſſa and Boemund I. Prince of Antioch, to 
which of them two the city ſhould be delivered up, and which 
of them ſhould firſt erect his ſtandard on the walls, the affair, 
in hopes of an accommodation being effected in the mean 
time, was deferred till next morning, and then a numerous 
and formidable hoſt of Turks appeared, approaching to relieve 
the city. This army brought great quantities of proviſions, 
which were to be conveyed into town by one body, while the 
other engaged the beſiegers. A battle enſued, and proved fatal 
to the Chriſtians, whoſe loſs was very conſiderable, both as to 
the number of killed on the field, and of priſoners. Among 
*he latter were Baldwin, Count of Edeſſa, Joſceline de 
Courtenay, and the Biſhop of Edeſſa. This prelate was put 
in chains, and committed to the cuſtody of a Chriſtian, who, 
underſtanding that he was a Biſhop. permitted him to eſcape, | 
at the hazard of his own life. The Count of Edeſſa and © WW 
| Joſceline de Courtenay, were carried in chains to a diſtant 
country, where they remained captive until the year 1109, 
when, having agreed for their ranſom, and left hoſtages for 
the payment of it, they were releaſed. The ſaid hoſtages 
Joon procured their liberty, by killing thoſe who had the 
charge of them, and got ſafe to their own country.—W hen 
Baldwin, Count of Edeſſa, and Joſceline de Courtenay, re- 
turned to Edeſſa (otherwiſe called Rages) they were at firſt re-

221 
fuſed admittance by Prince Tancred, the beforementioned 
Boemund's nephew, who, upon their being made priſoners at 
the action of Charran, was intruſted with the government of 
the Count's dominions, and had ſworn that he would * 5 
them whenever the Count ſhould obtain his enlargement. In 
reſentment of that affront, they both commenced hoſtilities 
againſt Tancred; but Joſceline de 8 infeſted him 
moſt, as his garriſons were on this ſide of the Euphrates, and 
his lands lay contiguous to the principality of Antioch. 
During the courſe of that war, Joſceline having taken ſome 
Turks to his affiſtance (for the Turks had till ſeveral caftles 
and towns in different parts of the country) made an inroad 
into Prince Tancred's territories, ſpoiling and waſting all be- 
fore him, till he was met by Tancred; and then there 
happened an engagement, at the beginning of which, victory 
| inclined to Joſceline's party, whoſlew 500 of their antagoniſts, 
but the remains of Tancred's army recovering their ſpirits, 
made a great ſlaughter among the 'Turks, and obliged Joſceline 
to quit the field. However, the other Princes of the country, 
ſeriouſly reflecting how pernicious the feuds between theſe two 
great men were to the common cauſe, interpoſed with their 
friendly offices, and brought about a mutual reconciliation 
between them. — The year 1113 was, among other incidents, 
_ diſtinguiſhed by a famine which affected the country of Edeſſa 
ſo much, that the inhabitants were forced to live upon bread, 
made of barley and acorns mixed together; while Joſceline de 
Courtenay's country, by his provident care and management, 
as well as by its ſituation on this fide of the Euphrates, which 
rendered it leſs liable to the annoyances of the enemy, did 
abound with the neceſſaries of life. It has been aſſerted, that 
Joſceline was too ſparing in ſupplying Count Baldwin, and his 


people, with proviſions from his plentiful ſtores. It happened 1 


al ſo, that Baldwin ſent meſſengers upon ſome buſineſs to Roger, 
Prince of Antioch, (who had married his ſiſter, and Joſceline 
de Courtenay, had wedded the ſaid Roger's ſiſter) and theſe 
meſſengers, paſſing through Joſceline's. territories, both in 
their going out and return, were hoſpitably received and enter- 
taine 
houſe, ſome of his domeſtics upbraided them with the poverty 
of the Count (their maſter) and extolled the great riches of 
their own maſter (Joſceline de Courtenay) his great plenty of 
corn, wine, oil, gold and filver, and likewiſe the great num- 
ber of troops, both horſe and foot, which he maintained; and 
Joſceline's ſervants were, moreover, imprudent enough to 
tell the meſſengers, that the Count, their maſter, was unfit 
for the government of their country, and that it would be 
prucent in him to fell it to Prince Joſceline for a ſum of mo- 
ey, 


: but, during the ſaid meſſengers abode in Joſceline's 
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ney, and return to France. Theſe words, being reported to. 
Count Baldwin, and though ſpoken by perſons of low rank, 
he conſidered them as expreſſing the ſentiments of Prince 

1 their maſter. He was ſo exaſperated, that, ſending. 

7 r Joſceline, he compelled him to quit the lands formerly ce- 

| ded to him, and abjure the country.—Joſceline de Courtenay, 
being thus diveſted of all his poll ſſions, waited. on the afore- 

fſaid King Baldwin, and, relating his caſe to him, intimated 

his deſign of returning to France, his native country: But 

Baldwin, knowing him to be a very neceſſary man for the 
kingdom, and that he might have the aſſiſtance of ſo expert a 
ſoldier and conſummate ſtateſman, gave him the city of Tibe- 
rias, with the whole diſtrict thereto appertaining, for a perpe- 

tual inheritance. Joſceline, by his prudence and conduct, 
extended the limits of his new territories; and, as Tyre was 
then in the hands of the infidels, he infeſted the inhabitants of 
it very much, by frequent incurſions into their country, al- 
though it lay a conſiderable way off, and was rendered diffi- 

cult of acceſs by high mountains. On March 26, 1118, 
about five years after Joſccline had obtained Tiberias, the be- 
forementioned Baldwin I. King of Jeruſalem, reſigned his life 

ad nnd crown at Paris, without iſſue, and was buried, on Palm 
Sunday, in the Temple of the Holy Sepulchre,— On that oc- 
cCaſion, the Nobles, Patriarch, with other Prelates, &c. deli- 
beratingon the ſtate of affairs, ſome were for deferring the no- 
mination of a new Sovereign, till the late King's brother, 
Count Euſtace, ſhould arrive from Europe, while others 
maintained, that the urgent neceſſities of the kingdom would 
not admit of ſuch a long delay: but Joſceline de Courtenay, 
Who was powerful both in deed and word, nobly for etting 
the late difference between Baldwin of Bruges, Count of Edeſſa, 
and him, propoſed the ſaid Count for a ſucceſſor to their late 
onarch; and, the whole aſſembly concurring in that opi- 
nion, the Count was unanimouſly choſen by the name of Bald - 
win II. and crowned King on E 1118. Among the 
firſt ſteps taken by this Baldwin II. after being inveſted with _ 
the regal power, was a grant to his couſin and friend, Joſceline 
de Courtenay, of the county of Edeſſa, with its appurte- 
nances. In the year 1122, Count Joſceline was, with Gale- 

Tan, his kinſman, ſurpriſed by Balac, a Turkiſh Prince, and 

carried priſoner to the caſtle of Quartapiert : and King Bald- 
win II. while he was taking meaſures for the ſecurity of Edeſſa 

had alſo the misfortune to be taken in ambuſh by the ſaic 
Balac, and conveyed to the ſame caſtle where Joſceline was 
kept. Fifty Armenians, of Edeſſa, bound themſelves by oath, 
to endeavour the reſcue of the King and Joſceline ; and getting, 
as monks and pedlars, into the town where the illuſtrious cap- 
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tives were detained, flew all they met with ſhort daggers 
which they had concealed under their cloaths, till they had got 
poſſeſſion of the caſtle, and then ſet the King and Count at 
liberty. Baldwin deſigned to have ſent Joſceline to procure 
aſſiſtance, while he himſelf, with the Armenians, defended 
the caſtle : but the Turks, who lived in the neighbourhood, 
being appriſed of what had happened, repaired inſtantly under 
arms to the town, and took care that none ſhould go either 
out or in, till Balac their Prince arrived. Nevertheleſs, 
Count Joſceline, accompanied by three men, went out of the 
caſtle, and paſſed wa; the enemy's camp; and, having 
got beyond their lines, ſends back one of his attendants to in- 

Form the King of his progreſs. Balac, who before he had in- 
telligence of theſe tranſactions, is ſaid to have been diſturbed 
by a dream, viz. that Count Feſceline, with his own hands, had 

pulled out his eyes, ſent meſſengers, with poſitive orders, to be- 
head Joſceline without delay. As matters had turned out, the 
meſſengers found that their maſter's command could not be 
obeyed : and he, being advertiſed thereof, forthwith collected 
a body of forces, with which he beleaguered the town; giving 
notice at the ſame time to King Baldwin, that, if he would 
immediately ſurrender the caſtle, he, and all belonging to him, 
ſhould have liberty to depart, and be condued'e5 Edeſſa. 

Baldwin, in confidence of being able to maintain the place 

till the arrival of powerful relief, rejected the propoſal; Balac 
was ſo much enraged at the refuſal of his offer, that he aſſault- 
ed the town with great vigour. Part of the town ſtood on a 
ehalky-hill, which the Turkiſh pioneers undermined, ſup- 
porting the upper part with beams and other combuſtible ma- 

- terials ; and, theſe being ſet on fire, the hill, with a tower 
built upon it, tumbled down. King Baldwin, fearing leſt - 
the whole caſtle ſhould ſhare the ſame fate, gave it up at diſ- 

| Cretion. Balac, having thus become maſter of that fortreſs, 
| ſpared the lives of the King, and Galeran his nephew; but 
ſent them bound in chains to Charran, where they were both 
ſtrictly guarded. As for the Armenians, who had ſo reſolute- 
7 hazarded themſelves for Baldwin and Joſceline, Balac or- 

ered them to be put to the moſt excruciating ſorts of death, 

ſome being flayed alive, and the reft ſawn aſunder, buried 
alive, or ſet up as marks for boys to ſhoot at. Joſceline de 

Courtenay, in the mean time, after various ſtruggles and diffi- 
culties, reached the city of Turbeſſel, from whence he went 

to Antioch, and from that to Jeruſalem ; certifying. the con- 

dition in which he had left the King, and ſolliciting ſuccours 
for his ſpeedy relief. A conſiderable body of forces being 
raiſed, in conſequence of Joſceline's perſuaſion, for that pur- 
poſe, they marched, with what they called the holy croſs, to 
Ws e ff... 
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Turbeſſel, where they heard of the before-recited diſaſter of 
the King, and therefore agreed to ſeparate ; but, before the 
_ _ - diſbanded, they forced the garriſon of Aleppo, which had 
come out to harraſs them in their retreat, to retire with great 
precipitation and loſs, and for four days ravaged and ſpoiled . 
the country.—A little after that, Balac, the beforementioned 
Turkiſh Prince, laying fiege to Hierapolis, invited the Go- 
vernor to come out, and treat on the terms of ſurrendering, 
aſſuring him of a ſafe conduct; and the Governor according- 
Iy going out, confiding in the promiſe of the Turk, was by 
his order perfidiouſly beheaded. Count Joſceline being in- 
formed thereof, and not chuſing that ſuch an important place 
as Hierapolis, and ſo near his territories, ſhould fall into the 
hands of ſo troubleſome an enemy, collected his own vaſſals, 
and as many troops as he could from the principality of 
Antioch; and, attacking Balac's army unawares, not only diſ- 
cComfited them, but deu Balac with his own hand, and cut off his 
head, but did not then know him to be the leader of the ad- 
verſe army. Upon this incident, it is remarked by William, 
Archbiſhop of Tyre, (who was then living, and has wrote co- 
pioufly on the tranſactions of thoſe times) that here Balac's dream 
eame to be fulfilled ; for he truly may be ſaid to have his eyes pul- 
ted out, whoſe head is cut off. As foon as Count Joſceline un- 
derſtood that the head, Which he had cut off, was Balac's, | 
he ſent it by a young man through Antioch, and all the in- 
terjacent country, to the Chriſtian army, at that time beſieging 
Tyre. This victory not only contributed to the reduction of 
Tyre, but alſo to the leaſement of King Baldwin, who, 
having agreed for a ranſom of 1oo, ooo michaelites, and giving 
his daughter as an hoſtage for the payment of that ſum, was 
ſet at liberty on June 29, 1124, after he had been priſoner 
above eighteen months.—Soon afterwards, Burſequine, a 
powerful Prince of the Eaſt, having paſſed the Euphrates, and 
invaded the territories poſſeſſed by the Chriſtians, Baldwin 
convened an army, the main body of which he conducted hime 
- elf, placing the nobles of Antioch, with their forces, on the 
right wing, whilſt he committed the command of the left to 
Juoſceline de Courtenay, Count of Edeſſa; and both armies 
Coming to an engagement, the infidels were routed, with the 
loſs of 2000 of their troops, whereas of the Chriſtians there 
fell only twenty-four men. With the ſpoil - obtained by this 
victory, and the money contributed by his friends, the King 
was enabled to pay his ranſom, and thereby relieve his 
daughter, then about five years old, whom he had left as an 
hoſtage. In 1127, Boemund II. (ſon of the beforementioned 
Boemund I. Prince of Antioch) being full of age, there aroſe 
an unhappy diſſenſion between him and Count Pn" 0 | 
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ſomuch that the Count, with the aſſiſtance of ſome neighbour- 
ing Turks, ravaged the principality of Antioch, and carried 
of many prifoners ; for which Joſceline was very much cen- 
ſured, as Boemund was then abroad waging war againſt the 
common enemy: but the King, knowing how much inteſtine . 
broils hurt the general cauſe, mediated a reconciliation, which 
was the more eaſily effected, as Count Joſceline, falling ſick, 
. made a vow, that, if it pleaſed God to give him life and 
health, he would make the Prince full reparation. - Boemund 
II. aforeſaid, Prince of Antioch, being vanquiſhed and killed 
: in battle, A. D. 1130, by Rodoan, Prince of Aleppo, in a 
7 plain called the field of cloaks, his widow Conftantia (King 
Baldwin's daughter) endeavoured, by preſents, to acquire the 
aſſiſtance of the aforeſaid Sanguin, a potent Prince among the 
f Turks, to exclude the daughter whom ſhe had by Boemund, 
Y and keep the principality for herſelf : but Baldwin, meeting. 
; her meſſenger, immediately ordered him to be put to death; 
: and ſome perfons in the city, deteſting the proceedings of the 
Princeſs, ſent invitations to the King, to Foulk, Count of 
Anjou, and to Joſceline de Courtenay, Count of Edeſſa. 
This laſt having ſecured the gates of the city, the King readily 
got admittance z upon which the Princeſs retired into the 
caſtle, but being at laft perſuaded to come out, ſhe ſubmitted 
to her father, who, taking the government upon himſelf, put 
her in poſſeſſion of two towns, which her huſband had aſſign- 
ed for her dowry, and went back to Jeruſalem, His Majeſty, 
oon after his return thither, finding his latter end approach- 
ing, ſent for his daughter Meliſenda (or Meliſent) and her 
huſband, the beforementioned Foulk, Count of Anjou, with 
their ſon Almerick, then about two years of age, and reſigned 
his kingdom into their hands. Baldwin took the habit of a 
monk, and died on Auguſt 21, 1131. In conſequence of 
Baldwin's reſignation, the ſaid Foulk, Count of Anjou, 
(grandfather, by a ſecond wife, of Henry II. King of Eng- 
land) was on the 18th of the calends of October (September, 
14) 1131, ſolemnly crowned King of Jeruſalem. —In the 
mean time the Sultan of Iconium invading the country of 
Edeſſa, laid ſiege to Croiſſon; and the Count being diſabled 
e by the fall of a tower, which he had undermined, when be- 
ſieging a caſtle near Aleppo, the preceding year, ordered his 
ſon Joſceline to raiſe the forces of the country, and fight the 
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8 enemy: but the ſon excuſed himſelf on account of the great 
1s ſuperiority of the Sultan's. The Count, fired with indigna- 
n tion at his ſon's timidity, commanded. all his troops 'to be 
d aſſembled, and was carried in a horſe-litter at their head, He 
ſe bad not proceeded far, when one of his nobles, Geoffery 
5 Monk, acquainted him that the Sultan of Iconium, hearing 
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of his approach, had raiſed the ſiege with precipitation, and 
was making all the haſte he could to get home. The brave 
Count was ſo affected with the news, that he ordered his litter 
to be ſet down, and lifting up his eyes to heaven, with tears, 
gave thanks to God, who, in the very laſt moments of his 
life, had been fo gracious and favourable to him, as that half. 
dead, and juſt expiring, he ſhould be ſuch a terror to the ene- 
mies of the Chriſtian faith. With theſe words he gave up the 
a A. D. 1131. —— This Joſceline de Courtenay, fitſt 
zount of Edeſſa, of his family, had two wives, 1. ———, 
ſiſter of Livon, an Armenian Prince ; and, 2.25, ſiſter 
to Roger, Prince of Antioch, By the firſt he was father of a 
ſon and ſucceſſor, Joſceline, beforementioned; and, by the

Mary Major, before the Hay Scoulchrs, in Jeruſalem. 
I ̃ be ſaid Joſceline, ſon and heir to Joſceline de Couftenay, 
firſt Count of Edeffa, had ſcarce ſucceeded his father, when he 
Was, together with Pontius, Count of Fripoli, and William 
de Saona, induced by rewards and large promiſes, to counte- 
nance Conſtantia, aforeſaid, relict of Boemund II. in afſumi; 

the government of Antioch, and the ſetting aſide her daughter, 
the undoubted heir : but King Foulk fruſtrated their intention, 
and committed the cuſtody 5 that principality to Rainald (or 
Raimond) Manſner, who afterwards married the ſaid daughter, 
and thereupon was ſtiled Prince of Antioch. This Joſceline 
de Courtenay, ſecond Count of Edeſſa, contrary to the cuſtom 
of his predeceſſors, reſided at Turbeſſel, as well for its delight- 
ful ſituation, as that he might, without interruption from the 
enemy, indulge himſelf in the eaſe and pleaſures to which he 
was immoderately addicted; and entirely neglected the city of 
Edeſſa, which, by the care of its former owners, had been 
maintained in a reſpectable condition; but under this Joſceline 
was chiefly occupied by Chaldean and Armenian merchants, 
altogether ignorant of the art of war, and the ſmall garriſon 
compoſed moltly of foreign mercenaries, and thoſe but ill paid. 
'Sanguin, a mighty Prince among the Turks, and Lord of 
Nufula (or Mofal) ſuppoſed to be built on or near the ſcite of 
the ancient Nineveh, and the metropolis of that country for- 
merly called Aſſur, taking advantage of the remiſſneſs of Count 
are and the animoſity that ſubſiſted openly between 
him and Raimond, Prince of Antioch, marched a great army 
and cloſely beſieged Edeſſa, which was well fortified, but 
wanted ſoldiers to defend it. Joſceline, upon notice of bis ca- 
pital being inveſted by Sanguin, collected his own forces, and 
ſollicited a reinforcement from his neighbours. Among others,

ed inhabitants were reduced to great ſtraits, but, running to this picture for help, wers 
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of his followers being let in by ropes and ladders over the wall, 
they opened the gates to their companions, who flew all the 
Turks they met in the ſtreets : but having no engines, nor ma- 
terials wherewith to make them, they were not able to reduce 
the two caſtles, which were ſtrong and well ſtored with men 
and proviſions. Noradin, the younger ſon of Sanguin, hav- 
ing ſucceeded to his. father's dominions of Aleppo, was no ſooner 
apprized of this adventure at Edeſſa, than he collected a great 
army, with which he encompaſſed that city in ſuch a mannet, 
that thoſe who were within, could not attempt to get out but 
at the imminent hazard of their lives. "The Chriſtians, finding 
that they were not in a condition to defend themſelves . 
the enemy without the city, and the garriſons of the caſtles, 
and having no proſpect of ſpeedy relief, reſolved to force their 
way ſword in hand through the befiegers camp. In that at- 
tempt they ſucceeded, though with great difficulty and prodi- 
gious loſs, being not only preſſed very hotly in front by the ſol- 
diers in camp, and in the rear by detachments from the caſtles, 
When they ſallied out of their city, but alſo harraſſed all the 
fourteen miles between Edeſſa and the river Euphrates. During 
that conflict, Count Joſceline acted the part of a brave warrior, 
and, after expoſing himſelf to the greateſt dangers, arrived ſafe 
at Samoſatum. —— The loſs of the city of Edeſſa occaſioned 
the ſecond cruſade, in which Conrade III. Emperor of Ger- 
: _ engaged with an army of 200,000 infantry, and 50,000 
cavalry, and Lewis VII. (ſurnamed the Yeung) King of France, 
with a retinue little inferior in number. Theſe Princes ſet out 
for Paleſtine in the year 1147, and it being reſolved, after their 
arrival, to open the campaign with the ſiege of Damaſcus, a 
general rendezyous of their troops, and of thoſe of Baldwin 
Fir. King of Jeruſalem, conſiſting of his own forces and thoſe 
of the Princes of Syria, was held at Tiberias on May 25, 1148: 
but their attempt upon that city miſcarried through the trea- 
chery of their Syrian allies, and the two European Potentates 
left Paleſtine in diſguſt, reproaching the Syrians for betraying 


| their Chriſtian brethren, whom they had ſollicited to take ſo 


Jong a voyage merely for their relief, and would have ſacrificed 
for money tothe infidels. — The Prince of Antioch having been 
flain, A. D. 1149, in battle by Naradin, aforeſaid, the Sultan 
of Iconium entered Syria with a great army; and, having taken 
many cities and caſtles, laid ſiege to Turbeſſel, where Count 
Joſceline reſided with his wife and children: but the Count 
delivering up all the prifoners he had belonging to the Sultan, 
and preſenting him with arms for twelve horſemen, that com- 


mander retired with his forces. After that Count Joſceline 


lived in too unguarded a ſecurity, and going one night, at the 
Patriarch's invitation, to Antioch, A. D. 1152, was ſeized by

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| ſome thieves, who lay in wait for him, when he had ſtept aſide, 
s it is faid, to eaſe nature, having no perſon with him but his

1ſt, to Almerick, King Baldwin IIT's brother, 
who was Count of Joppa, and in the ſequel ſixth Monarch of 
Jeruſalem; 2dly, to Hugh de Ibelim; and, 3dly, to Rainald 
de Mares, Prince of Sidon. „„ | 5 
Joſceline de Courtenay, third Count of Edeſſa, being a mi- 
nor at the death of his father, Beatrix, his mother, had the 
government of his dominions, which then only contained the 
towns of Turbeſſel, Hamtab, Revendal, Ramulat, Bile, Sa- 
moſatum, with a few others of leſs conſequence : and ſhe, not 
being in a capacity to maintain them againſt the ſuperior power 
of the Turks, delivered them, in conſideration of a yearly 
penſion for herſelf and children, to Manuel I. Emperor of Con- 
ſtantinople, with conſent of her ſuperior Lord, Baldwin III. 
EKing of Jeruſalem, who, as he imagined they could not be 
Preſerved long from their Turkiſh neighbours, choſe rather 
that they ſhould fall into the enemies hands (which happened 
about a year afterwards) while in Manuel's poſſeſſion, than 
that the ruin of the country ſhould be imputed to him. —The 
Counteſs of Edeſſa, having reſigned her ſon's dominions to the 
beforementioned Manuel I. ſet out for Jeruſalem with her fa» 
mily; and, ſoon after her arrival there, the aforeſaid Almerick, 
brother to King Baldwin III. married her daughter, Agnes de 
Courtenay, and, during the life of his brother, had by her a 
ſon, Baldwin IV. King of Jeruſalem, and a daughter Sibylla, 
who alſo became Queen of that realm, as ſhall be taken notice 
of.—— Baldwin III. being poiſoned by a Jewiſh-phyſician, de- 
, Parted this life on February 13, 1163, and was ſucceeded on 
the throne of Jeruſalem by his faid brother Almerick, who 
was, ſoon after his acceſſion, obliged to be divorced from his 
wife, Agnes de Courtenay, beforementioned, as they were in 
the fourth degree of conſanguinity ; but their two children 
aforeſaid were dec}ared legitimate, and capable of ſucceeding 
to their father's inheritance. Almerick then wedded Mary, 
daughter of John Protoſebaſtus, a Grecian Prince, and by her

Fear of the reign of Baldwin IV. was ſent on an embaſſy to 
Oonſtantinople, to ſolicit aſſiſtance againſt the enemies of 
Chriftianity. A new invaſion being apprehended from the be- 
forementioned Saladin, the Nobles of the kingdom aſſembled 
at Jeruſalem in February, 1183, and agreed, that a general 
tax ſhould be impoſed on every city and town, in order to 
maintain ſuch a number of horſe and foot, as might be able 
to defeat the deſigns of the enemy. The money ſo collected 
in the cities and towns between Jeruſalem and Caypha, was 
conducted by four principal perſons of every city or town to 
Jeruſalem, and there delivered to certain perſons, who were 
appointed to receive it, and put the money of every city and 
town by itſelf, in a bag ſealed up, into a cheſt, in preſence of 
the Patriarch of Jeruſalem, the Prior of the Holy Sepulchre, 
and the Governor of the city, who were each intruſted with 
one of the three keys for the three locks of that cheſt, which 
Was ordered to be kept in the Treaſury of the Holy Croſs.

hoſtilities. Saladin, | provoked at that outrage, and eager to re- 
venge it, levies a great army, and inveſts Ptolemais. Raimond, 
Count of Tripoli, who had claimed the office of Protector of 
the kingdom, during the reign of Baldwin V. and faw his am- 
bitious views fruſtrated by the elevation of Guy de Luſignan to 
the throne, revolted with his province, which comprehended a 
third part of the kingdom of Jeruſalem, to Saladin, Sultan of 
Egypt: but the Templars and Hoſpitallers, marching out of the 
city, cut off 20,000 of the Sultan's forces, and obliged him to 
- raiſe the ſiege. Raimond, Count of Tripoli, either dreading 
the future ſucceſs of the Chriſtians, or ſtung with remorſe, or 
perhaps not finding himſelf fo much conſidered by Saladin as he 
expected, reconciled himſelf to King Guy, and returned to the 
_ Chriſtian army. —— The ſaid Guy, after the irruption of the 
Sultan of Egypt, exerted himſelf in raiſing the forces of his 
kingdom, and having got together only about 15,000 foot, and 
1,500 cavalry, marches at the head of thoſe troops (being the 
whole that he could collect) in order to give battle to Saladin, 
who then had under his command no leſs then 160,000 Turkiſh 
Infantry, The two armies came to an engagement near Tiberias, 
on July 3, the year abovementioned (1187) and the action con- 
tinued till night. Next morning the battle was renewed with 
great ardor on both fides : but the Chriſtians, being exhauſted 
by the heat of the weather and fatigue, and oppreſſed with ſu- 
periority of number, were totally routed ; the greateſt part of 
. their army being ſlain or taken priſoners, among which laſt was 
Guy, their King. The defeat of the Chriſtians is, by ſome, 
authors, attributed to the beforementioned Raimond, Count of 
"Tripoli, as having treacherouſly left the field; and the infinua- 
tion againſt him is ſaid to be confirmed by his being found cir- 
cumciſed, when his body was inſpected after his death, 
Saladin, Sultan of Egypt, after defeating the Chriſtians near 
Tiberias, reduced Berytus, Ptolemais, Biblus, and all the ſea- 
ports, except Tyre, from Sidon to Aſcalon; and then mo 
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bylla, the Queen, was in that city when it ſurrendered: and 
her huſband, King Guy, having obtained his liberty after the 
battle near Tiberias, ſtill kept the title of King of Jeruſalem,

The ſaid Reginald de Courtenay, whilſt in F rance, married 


a ſiſter of Guy du Donjon, who was one of the moſt famous 
Knights of that age, and deſcended from the ancient Counts 
of Corbeil: and had by her two daughters, whereof ———, 
the youngeſt, was wife to Avelon, Lord of Selegny, in the 
dioceſe of Auxerre; but there is no further mention of her; 
and Elizabeth, or Iſabel, the eldeſt, married Peter, Lewis 
(cs ſurnamed the Groſs) King of France's youngeſt ſon, of whom 
we ſhall take notice afterwards. Reginald de Courtenay came to 
England with King Henry II. in the year 1151, and having 


been very inſtrumental in effecting the match between that 


Monarch and the aforeſaid Eleanor, then divorced from her

Emperor of 
Conſtantinople, who in 1184 married the heireſs of the family 
of Nevers, one of the moſt ancient and illuſtrious in France. 


He was elected Emperor of Conſtantinople, after the deceaſe 
of the Emperor Henry, and parted from France in the year 
1217, to receive the Imperial Crown of the Eaſtern Empire, 
which had been poſſeſſed by the Latin or Weftern Princes, 


Baldwin and Henry, from the year 1200. Robert, his third 
ſon, ſucceeded him in the empire, in the year 1221: and to 


him ſucceeded Baldwin, his brother, who was driven from 
;Conftantinople and loſt the whole empire. His ſon Philip, 
after his death, became titular Emperor, who left only one 


daughter, married to Charles V. of France, Count of Valois. 
In her Children ended this firſt branch of the family of Peter 
de Courtenay, ſon, as obſerved, of Lewis le Groſs, King of 


France. As the war in Conſtantinople was unfortunate to the 


French in general, ſo it was more particularly to the family 


of Courtenay; for, having had the honour to have the empire 


in their family for three generations, they ſpent all they had 
in Europe, ſo that the grandeur of the family was much di- 
miniſhed; and hence it came to paſs, that afterwards, when 
- thoſe of the Blood- royal were advanced above all others, and 
had diſtinguiſhing marks given them, this family, who had a

This Robert, Seigneur de Champignelles, &c. was butler of 
France, and died in the Holy Land, in the year 1239, leaving 
fix ſons, the youngeſt whereof was the continuator of his fa- 


mily. He was ſusehgged by his fecond ſon, John de Courte- 


nay (the eldeſt being Archbiſhop of Rheims in 1300) and he 
by his eldeſt ſon John, to whom ſucceeded John his eldeſt ſon, 


who, dying without ifſue, was ſucceeded by Peter his brother, 
and Peter by his eldeft ſon Peter, who was Counſellor and 
Chamberlain in ordinary to Charles VI. King of France, poſts 


then looked upon as very honourable, and was ſucceeded, in 
the year 1411, by his ſon John, who ſpent all his eſtate in the

RoBERT DE CouRTENAY, eldeſt fon of Reginald, ſucceeded 
him as Baron of Oakhampton, Viſcount of Devonſhire, and 
Governor of the caſtle of Exeter. In the year 1205, 7 John, 
he gave 500l. and five palfries, to have livery of the barony of 
Oakhampton, with the Knights fees belonging thereunto, 
which were no leſs than 92 and one-third. In 11 John, he gave 
to the King 500 marks and two great horſes, for the livery of 
the manor of Sutton, in Berkſhire. Upon the death of Ha- 
wiſe, his mother, he undertook to pay 1200 marks, that he 
might receive the homage of Oakhampton, then in the King's 
hands. And the next year, 12 John, to be releaſed of that 
debt, he covenanted to ſerve the King, with twenty men at 
arms, at his own proper charge, for the term of one year, to 
commence'on the Octave of St. John Baptiſt, whereſoever the 
King ſhould appoint. In 1214, 16 John, he was made Go- 
vernor of Bruges, commonly called Bridgnorth, in Shrop- 
ſhire., In the 17th of the ſame King, he was made Sheriff of 
Oxfordſhire, and Governor of the caſtle of Oxford. For his 
good ſervices in this office, the King committed to him the 
coinage of tin in Devonſhire and Cornwall. In 1 Henry III. 


there was a great conteſt between this Robert and Henry, ſon 


of Reginald, Earl of Cornwall, relative to the government of 
the caſtle of Exeter, which was his hereditary right, and 
deſcended to him from his anceſtors, Henry would have 
taken it from him, however, and had it ſome little time in his 
mary 1-2 till the King interfered, and ordered it to be re-de- 
ivered to Robert de Courtenay.

Exeter, after it had been enjoyed by them and their anceſtors

This Ro- 
bert, now only Baron of Oakhampton, was a great benefaQtor 
to, and protector of, the Monks of Ford, and other religious 
endowments.

(ſince called Ferrieres in that Dutchy) his poſterity were 
thence denominated, and were uſually called Earls of Paredes, 
or Earls Ferrars, after their acceſſion to the Earldoms of Derby 
and Nottingham, in England; and ſometimes (as Sir Wil- 
liam Dugdafe obleryes in his Fee to the firſt volume of the 

Baronage) they were ſtiled Earls of Tutbury, by reaſon of 
their reſidence at the caſtle of Tutbury, in Staffordſhire, 
which was their chief ſeat, When the general ſurvey of this 
realm was made by order of King William I. in the fourteenth 
Fear of his reign, this Henry de Ferrars was one of the 

Commiſſioners appointed for that great ſervice, as appears by

That he was a perſon of much eminency both for his know- 
lege and integrity there is no doubt, otherwiſe it is not likely 
he ſhould have been entruſted in ſo high and weighty an em-

Northampt. with the hundred and park; as alſo of the manors 


of Bliſeworth and Newbottle, in the ſame county, (which 
were part of the poſſeſſions of William Peverell, Lord of Not- 
tingham, whoſe daughter and heir Margaret, was his grand- 


mother) upon condition that he ſhould releaſe unto the King; 
his whole right and claim in all other the lands that did belong 


to the ſame William Peverell; by wkich charter, the King 


doth render, grant, and confirm unto him, Higham, with one 


hundred and an half, and likewiſe Newbottle. and Blyſeworth, 


as his inheritance by deſcent, from William Peverell, whoſe 
right heir he was, to hold to him and his heirs for ever, by tho 
ſervice of one Knight's fee; whereupon he quitted his title to 
all the reſt of the caſtles, foreſts, and lands, of the ſame Wil- 


liam Peverell. 


In 2 King John, he had a grant from that King, of the ſer⸗ 
vice of William de Greſley and his heirs, for his lands at 
Drakelow, to hold by the payment of a bow, with a quiver and 


twelve arrows yearly, for all ſervices.

3 in that dutchy, the common anceſtor. of the family before 
4 the Conqueſt. This branch of the — of Ferrars, whick 
| remained in France, came to be Vidames of Chartres, 
y (which was antiently an officiary title of great eminence in 
y that country) by marriage with the heireſs of Vendome, Vi- 
dame of Chartres, and they continued in the male line, 
ö poſſeſſed of this title (being likewiſe Princes of Chabanois, 
| and Lords of Maligny, in Burgundy) down to John de Ferrars, 
or de Ferrieres, Vidame of Chartres, who being of the reformed' 
| religion, was among the few. of that perſuaſion, who eſcaped 
5 the maſſacre on St. Bartholomew's-day, at Paris, in the year 
| 1572, as is mentioned by the Duke de Sully, in his Memoirs; 
| and who, being one of the moſt eminent of the Huguenot 
faction in France, came over into England, in the reign of 
Queen Elizabeth, to ſollicit her aſſiſtance for his party. He 
was the laſt heir male of his family, and left an only daughter, 
from whom is deſcended the Count de Tefilce of France,

But to return to William, 7th Earl of Ferrars, Derby, 
c. all theſe favours did ſo oblige him, that in 14 John, 
when the Pope had depoſed -that King, and- that Pandulph 
the Legate, came over to treat with him, the French King 
being then upon the ſeas with a powerful army, threaten- 
ing an invaſion, ſo that the King became neceſſitated to yield 
to what terms he could get; this Earl manifeſted his affec- 
tion to him ſo far, as to give his ſolemn oath for the King's 
performance of thoſe articles, whereunto he had ſubmitted; 
and was likewiſe one of the witneſſes to that Charter, whereby 
King John gave up this realm to the Pope: Shortly after 
which, the King gave him an houſe, ſituate in the pariſh of St. 
Margaret, in London, which did belong to Iſaac, a Jew of 
Norwich, to hold of him and his heirs, by this ſervice, that 
he the ſaid Earl and his heirs, ſhould ſerve the King at dinner, 
upon all feſtivals yearly, without any cap, having a garland | 
en his head, of the breadth of his little finger.

In the ſecond year of King Henry III. going a journey to the 
Holy Land, with Ranulph, Earl of Cheſter, and ſome others, 
He appointed his ſteward (viz. Ralph Fitz-Nicholas) to tranſ- 
act all buſineſs concerning him, which might relate to the 
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Conſtituted governor of the honor and caſtle of Lancaſter. 
- In the ninth. of the fame reign he executed the Sheriff's of- 
like wiſe for the whole years of 10 end 41 Henry III. 

But in this eleventh year of Henry III. upon that diſpute, 
. which then happened between the King and Richard, Earl of 
Cornwall (his brother) by reaſon whereof the King gave away 
that Earl's caſtle of Berkhamſtead, he, with ſome others, 
ſtuek net to put himſelf in arms on that Earl's part. But the 
EKing prudently foreſeeing that much miſchief might thereby 
have enſued (the nobility being then ſo potent) attributed the 
fault to his chief juſtiee, and ſo compoſed the difference. Nay, 
this was not all, for they threatned, that if he would not re- 
ſtore to them that charter, touching the liberties of the foreſts, 
which he had lately cancelled at Oxford, they would compel 
him thereto by force; but in all theſe things the King gave 
them ſatisfaction at Northampton, in Auguſt following. 
After which (viz. 13 Hen. III.) this Earl was employed by

In 19 Henry III. he was again made governor of Bol- 
fover caſtle, in com. Derby, and the ſame year obtained licence. 
to impark his woods at Wodham, within the foreſt of Efſex., 
Moreover, in 21 Henry III. he was one of the three chief 
counſellors, recommended to the King by the Barons, upon 
that reconcilation of their differences, for the violation of Mag- 
na Charta, the King then renewing. his promiſe for the ſtricb 
obſervance thereof; and thoſe his counſellors making oath, 
« That they would not, for any reſpec, give him other than 
« wholeſome advice; which ſo: well pleated the peaple, that 
they then gave a thirtieth part of all their moveable goods, 
excepting of gold, ſilver, horſe, and amd. 

In 26 Henry III. he gave one hundred pounds fine for 
thoſs three wapentakes in Lancaſhire, lying betwixt the Rib- 
ble and Merſey, viz. Weſt Derby, (ſo called from his Earldom 
of Derby) Leland and Saltford; all which had been ſeized 
into the King's hands for certain miſdemeanors. of his bailiffs. 
And for the health of the ſoul of Agnes his wife, and thoſe of 
bis anceſtors, he gave to the monks. of Tutbury the tithes of 
al his paunage, veniſon, honey, and rent, — A out. of his. 
foreſt of Duffield; as alſo the town of Thornihull, and ninety- 
two acres of land near Adgarley.— But in 31 Henry III. (ſcil. 
10 Kal. Octob.) he departed this life, having been long af- 
flicted with the gout; his Counteſs, Agnes, died alſo in the 
lame month, having been man and wife ſeventy-five. years, if 
(lays Dugdale,) my author miſtaketh not; - for he affirmeth 
that St. Thomas of Canterbury (i. e.

It is ſaid 
that he was a very juſt man, and well verſed in the laws of the 
land, —By Sybill, his 11t wife, one of the daughters and heirs to 
William Mareſchall, Earl of Pembroke, he had ſeven daugh- 
ters, (Who were joint-heirs to their mother's inheritance, 
which was the whole county of Kildare, in Ireland) viz.

to redeem their lands for a certain pecuniary mul&). our Earl 
being in perſon. called into the court before the King, and 


cCharged with divers high crimes, not daring to adventure that

him, he wholly ſubmitted himſelf to the King's mercy: 
WMbereupon, in conſideration of a cup of ſilver, adorned. with

gard that the decree, called Diaum de Kelniworth, was not

made, when he, the ſaid Robert, Earl of Ferrars, came unto him, 
and covenanted to pay him 50,000 l. for the redemption of 
them, and for his enlargement from priſon. That he the faid 
Earl Robert, then brought Henry, ſon to the King of the 
Romans, William de Valence, Earl of Pembroke, and others, 
who undertook for the payment thereof accordingly ; and like | 
' wiſe, that for their indemnity, he did mortgage all his lands 
and tenements, with condition, that if the money was not paid 
accordingly, then his ſureties ſhould paſs theſe lands to him 


and his heirs, until that whole ſum ſhould be paid at one en- 


tire payment, And he further faid; that the money being not 


paid accordingly, nor any ſatisfaction given, thoſe his ſureties 


did paſs thoſe lands to him; and that he had. poſſeffion of 
them accordingly, exhibiting the deeds: made by the faid 
Robert, Earl of Ferrars, unto them, which fully impowered 
them to do what they had done. 3

But thessunto Robert de Ferrars, late Earl of Derby, replied, 


that this deed was by him fo made and ſealed at Chip- 


penham, at ſuch time as he was a priſoner there; and that 
being before in the King's priſon at Windſor, he ir

carried thence to Chippenham, where he fo ſealed the ſame 


as a priſoner, and for fear of corporeal miſchief. And more» 
over, that when he had ſo done, he was taken thence by 


armed men, and conveyed with a ſtrong guard to the caftle of 


"Wallingford, where he remained for three weeks after, until 
Prince Edward (afterwards King) did procure his liberty.— 
'Whereupon Edmund rejoined, that this allegation: of his be- 
ing a priſoner, was not of any validity ; in regard that after he 
had ſealed that deed, he came before John de Chiſhull, then 
King Henry's Chancellor, and acknowledging what he had 
done, cauſed it to be enrolled in the Rolls of the Chancery; ſa 
that it being thereby done, as in the preſence of the King, 
his Chancellor repreſenting the King, or in the court before 
his officers, who make record thereof; it could not be ſaid 
that he did it as a priſoner, every man being there free to expreſs 
/ ( | | 
But to this our Earl Robert, again replied, that though - 
he did not deny the ſealing of that deed, in the preſence of 
John de Chiſhull, it ought not to prejudice him any more 
than the doing thereof in priſon ; for he ſaid, that the very 
day he fo ſealed it at Chippenham, John de Chiſhull came 
thither to him with that writing, (he being in a certain cham- 


- 


ber. there in ſtrict. cuſtody ;) and demanding. of him, - whether 


it was his act or not? He then, for fear, acknowledged it 
ſo to be: And, that further aſking him, whether he was wil- 
ling it thould be enrolled in the Rolls of Chancery? He did, 
dy reafon of the like fear, aſſent thereto ; and moreover added, 
that as to his being then a priſoner; he referred himſelf to the 
trial of his country, or to the teſtimony of the ſame John de 
Chiſhull, (then Chancellor) affirming, that he did thenceforth 
continue a priſoner, until the King cauſed bis enlargement 
as aforeſaid, offering to ftand or fall by the King's teſtimony 
therein: And he further alledged, that his acknowledgment 
of that deed ought not to have the force of a record, and con- 
ſequently to oblige him, in regard it was not made in open 
court, but in the preſence of the Chancellor only, who was 
at a great diſtance from the court, and had neither roll nor 
clerk there to record the ſame ; for that he came to him in bis 
chamber, where he was a priſoner, and not as the King's 
Chancellor, but as a private perſon: Whereupon Edmund 
again anſwered,” that there was no neceſſity of any trial thereof 
by his country, nor the teſtimony. of the Chancellor, or the 
King's judgment therein; foraſmuch as he acknowledged, 
that he did it in the preſence of the then Chancellor, and that 
it was thereupon. then enrolled, &c. as aforeſaid. 


But, notwithſtanding all theſe arguments, the court diſ- 


miſſed his ſuit, ſo that he could Have no remedy: for the re-

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other vaſt poſſeſſions lying in ſeveral counties, (the pre- 
ſent annual produce whereof has been eſtimated at upwards of 
one hundred thouſand pounds) which the ſaid Edmund, then,

We ſhould not have dwelt ſo long on this caſe, if it was 


not one of the moſt remarkable ones to be met with in our 


Engliſh annals ; and ſurely a very hard one, for there is every 


reaſon to imagine this Robert, Earl of Ferrars, was induced 
to ſign the deed through fear, as he was a priſoner at the time, 
and at the King's mercy; and notwithſtanding the reaſonable- 
neſs-of his plea, yet conſidering the power' of his adverſary, 
(then the King's brother) and the diſpoſition of the times, it 
is no wonder he failed in his ſuit. And before we proceed 


further in our account of this unfortunate Earls poſterity, it 
will not be amiſs to obſerve, that although they were thus un- 
juſtly deprived of their vaſt inheritance, and their great fa - 
mily honours, yet it ſhould ſeem the acquilition of their poſ- 


ſeſſions, and of thoſe of Simon Montfort, Earl of Leiceſter, 
the other great patriot of the ſame time) in the end proved 


fatal to the deſcendants of this Edmund, to whom they were 


granted, (viz. the houſe of Lancaſter;) for it was principally 
owing to the influence that houſe derived from the acquiſition 
of the Earldoms of Derby and Leiceſter, that Henry, Duke of 


' Lancaſter, afterwards King Henry IV. was enabled to aſpire 


to the crown, which in the end proved ſo fatal to his family, 


and was the cauſe of fo great | bloodſhed throughout the | 


kingdom. ; 


All that is further mentioned of this great Earl, ſo deprived | 


of all his honours and lands, is, that by his letters patent , 
bearing date at Yoxhall, 46 Hen. III. he gave liberty to Sir 
Walter de Raleg, (or Raleigh) and his heirs, inhabiting at 
Uttoxeter, in com. Stafford, to hunt the fox and hare, within 
the precincts of his foreſt of Needwood, in that county, with 
eight braches and four grey-hounds ; to which deed his ſeal of 
v arms is affixed, wherein it appears, that upon his ſhield, and upon 
the capariſons of his horſe, (waving the border of 1 8 


5 ſboes, given by his father) he bore only Varrè, Or and Gulet; 


which arms were afterwards continued * his poſterity. ' Like- 
wiſe, that he gave to the Canons of St. Thomas, near Stafford, 


for the health of the ſouls of Mary and Eleanor, his wives; 


and to the end that his body might be there interred, when 


he ſhould happen to die; two meſſuages in Chartley, com.

of Ferrars and Derby to be the daughter of Humphrey de Bo- 
hun, Earl of Hereford ; but whichever, was really his laſt wife, 


it is certain, that by his ſecond wife, whoſe name was Eleanor, 


he had iſſue Jon DE FERRARS, his ſon and heir. Which 
Eleanor ſurviving her buſband, commenced her ſuit againſt 


Edmund, Earl of Lancaſter, the King's brother, in 7 Edw. I.

Edmund anſwered, that Robert, Earl of Ferrars, her late huſ- 
band, did, in Chancery, acknowledge all his lands to be the

of that money, thoſe his ſureties paſſed the lands of her ſaid 


huſband, to him.

I. when 


Bohun, Earl of Hereford, Bigod, Earl Marſhal, and others, 


being diſcontented with the government, prohibited the Trea- 
ſurer and Barons of the Exchequer, to collect that ſubſidy grant» 
ed to the King, in the Parliament, then held at St, Edmund's- 


bury, (being the eighth part of their moveable goods) he joined 


with them in that violent proceeding ; but by the eſpecial care 


of Prince Edward, then Lieutenant in his father's ſtead, (wha 
was at that time victorious in Scotland) the heat of theſe tur- 


bulent ſpirits was allayed, by the King's condeſcenſion to 
confirm Magna Charta, and the Charter of the foreſts ; as alſo 


by granting this invaluable * to the ſubject, againſt the 
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Stafford, with ſeventeen acres of land, and the advowſon of

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eneroachments of the Crown, that no tax ſhould thenceforth be 
impoſed on the ſubject, but by conſent of Parliament; and 
that the offences of thoſe Earls and Barons, and their adherents, 
ſhould be pardoned ; in which pardon this John de Ferrars is 
particularly mentioned; the King alſo remitting at the ſame time 
all that diſpleaſure which he bore towards him, for not attending 
him in his expedition into Flanders, when ſo commanded by him. 
Soon after which, this Edt Ferrars, addreſſing himſelf 
b. an humble petition, to Pope Nicholas III. repreſented to his 
Holineſs, that Robert de Ferrars, his father, late Earl of 
Ferrars, Derby, &c. in that war between King Henry III. 
and his Barons, adhering to the latter, was taken priſoner 
by the King's forces, and uſed ſo ſeverely, that he could obtain 
no liberty, unleſs he would pafs all his lands, then amounting 
to the ſum of 3000l. per annum, to Edmund, the King's ſon, 
and his heirs, to hold and enjoy, until he, the ſaid Robert, Earl 
ſhould pay unto the ſame Edmund, 
So, oool. upon one day; and that the ſaid Earl Robert, his 
father, more affecting his liberty than his life, had granted 
them on thoſe conditions; ſo that they had been enjoyed by 
the ſaid Edmund, and Thomas his ſon, Earls of Lancaſter, 
for more than thirty years: wherefore, he humbly beſought 
his Holineſs, that foraſmuch as he could not poſſibly raiſe fo 
great a ſum of wage Gore's he might re-poſleſs thoſe lands ; 
and that whereas, divers Prelates, and other ſpiritual per- 
ſons, having been really ſenſible of his hard condition, were 
willing to furniſh him with ſo much money, for the preſent 
ayment of that ſum, in caſe they might be permitted fo to 
do; that confidering the penalty of a certain conſtitution, then 
lately. fet forth by his Holineſs to the contrary, he would 
. vouchſafe by his Apoſtolic, authority to diſpenſe therewith, 
But though this addreſs took no effect, he had good eſteem 
from the King; for the next year he attended him into 
Scotland ; and ſoon after that, viz. 27 of that King's reign, 
had ſummons to Parliament amongſt the Barons of this 
realm, by the title of John, Lordde F errars, of Chartley, to 
diſtinguiſh him from William de Ferrars, of Groby, ſon of 
his uncle William, beforementioned, who was alſo at that 
time a Baron, by the title of Lord de Ferrars, of Groby,

VI. being then ſeiſed of the manors of 
Buckbroke, in com. Northampton; Chartley and Hardwicke, 
with the moiety of the manor of Barre, in com. Stafford; 
Paxton Parva, - Mawgrith, Ketten, Southow, (alias Ferrars 
manor) and Eyneſbury, in com. Huntingdon ; the moiety of 
the manor of Dourton, in com. Bucks; of the manor of 


Thynnore, in com. Oxon. Kingſton-Bakepuz, and Hampſted- 
Ferrars, in com. Berks ; Norton-Bonewood ; Norton-Hundred, 
and Charleton-Muſcegros, in com Somerſet ; leaving iflue by 
Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Adam Belknap, Kut. one only daugh- 


ter Anne, heir to all his poſſeſſions, and the barony of Chartley, 
at that time eleven years and eight months old, and then mar- 
ried to Walter Devereux, of Weobley, in com. Hereford; 
who, in 31 Hen. VI. had livery of the lands of his wife's inhe- 

ritance, and in 1 Edw. IV. was in her right ſummoned to par- 
liament, by the title of Lord de Ferrars of Chartley, and ſoon 
after elected a Knight of the moſt noble Order of the Garter. 
He was in much favour with King Edward IV. who rewarded 


his ſervices with divers grants of lands; but at length he haa

of King Rich. III. leaving iſſue by his ſaid wiſt, Anne de Fer- 
rars, heir to the Barony of Chartley, John, his ſon and heir, 
_ . who was reſtored by King Hen. VII. to the title of Lord de 
PFerrars of Chartley, from whom was lineally-deſcended Robert 
Devereux, Earl of Eſſex, Viſcount Hereford, Lord de Ferrat 
(of Chartley) Bourchier and Lovaine; General in chief of the 
Parliament forces againſt King Charles I. who dying in 1647, 
without iſſue, the earldom was extinct, and the Baronies be- 
came in abeyance between his two ſiſters and heirs, until the 
ſame were reſtorediby King Charles II. in the 29th year of his 
reign, to Sir Robert Shirley, of Stanton Harold, com, Leiceſter, 
who was the grandſon and heir of Sir Henry Shirley, Bart, by the 
lady Dorothy Devereux, the youngeſt of the ſaid ſiſters and co- 
heirs. Which Sir Robert Shirley was born at Eaſt, Sheen, in 
com. Surry, in 1650, during his father's, Sir Robert Shirley's im- 
priſonment in the Tower, and in his younger days had an em- 
-ployment in the army: but his Majeſty, King Charles II. 
taking into conſideration after his happy reſtoration, the faith- 
ful ſervices and ſufferings of Sir Robert Shirley, his father, 
with the great e- ences he had been at in promoting the interef 
of the Royal Family, in recompence thereof, was pleaſed to 
confirm unto him and the heirs of his body, the Baronies of 
Ferrars, Bourchier, and Lovaine, (which had been in abeyance 
ever fince the deceaſe of his great uncle Robert, the laſt Earl of 
Eſſex) whereupon having ſummons to Parliament, by the title of 
Robert, Lord de Ferrars of Chartley, (for though there be 
more than one barony centered in one perſon, the writ by 
_ - which he is ſummoned to Parliament, never takes notice of more 
than one) on the 14thgf Dec. 1677, he took his place on the 
Barons Bench, according to the precedency of the, antient 
Barons de Ferrars, of Chartley, viz. from 27 Ed. I. when 
N John de Ferrars, (eldeſt ſon to the attainted Earl of Derby) 
his lineal anceſtor, was firſt ſummoned by that tiele. 
_ This RoßgRRT SHIRLEY, fo reſtored to the titles of Lord dt 
Ferrars (of Chartley) Bourchier, and Lovaine was Maſter of 
the Horſe to Catharine of Portugal, King Charles I's Queen, 
to which King he was alſo Steward of the Houſehold, and one 
of the Lords of his Privy Council; he was alſo Lord Lieute- 
nant of the county, and High Steward of the town of Stafford, 
and in the xoth year of Queen Anne, was further advanced to 
the titles of Viſcount Tamworth, in com. Stafford, and Earl 
Ferrars. His Lordſhip deceaſed at Bath, Dec. 22, 1717, and 
was buried at Staunton, leaving Waſhington Shirley, his ſe- 
cond, but eldeſt ſurviving ſon, (by his firſt! wife, who was
